The 

convention subsequently adjourned until 

to-day, when it will undoubtedly nom- 

inate the remainder of the d. b. ticket.

THE SPOILSMEN’S TRIUMPH. 

HILL AND THE FREEBOOTERS OF THE DEM- 
OCRACY TO THE FRONT—HOW HILL’S 
NOMINATION WAS FORCED THROUGH AT 
MIDNIGHT. 

SARATOGA, Sept. 24.—David B. Hill has 
been nominated for Governor. His name was 
presented by a liquor dealer of Chemung. Dem- 
ocracy’s freebooters are in the saddle. Its baser 
politicians have wedged themselves tothe front. 
They have named for their standard-bearer one 
of their own stripe—a man who is repugnant to 
the best members of the Democratic Party. The 
spoilsmen are stripped for a fight. Tammany 
is proudly conscious that it has played a con- 
spicuous part in placing him in the field. Ed- 
ward Cooper has been bowled out  be- 
cause he is a “bigot.” Gov. Hill has 
been brought in because of his pro- 
claimed pliability on all questions religious. 
That which Mr. Tilden dreaded above all things 
else has come to pass in Democratic politics, 
An artful demagogue has appealed to prejudice 
end his party must bear the tremendous strain 
to which it will now be subjected. The opposi- 
tion has been unable to concentrate upon any 
other candidate. The progressive Democrat has 
been soundly,.flogged by the Bourbon. No 
wonder he privately predicts to-night the same 
fate that befell Foiger. 

A platform must be constructed specially for 
the convention’s product. The builders have 
been compelled to ask for further time and 
have been given till to-morrow to hew it into 
shape. Difficulties have been encountered in 
the selection of the other candidates. Promi- 
nent Democrats have flatly refused to em- 
bark in the same boat with the Demo- 
cratic Jonah. The ticket, however, will 
be filled out§§j Dennis O’Brien will be 
asked to accept a renomination for At- 
torney - General. The same compliment 
will be paid Controller Alfred C. Chapin. Erie 
will strive to secure Solomon Scheu for Treas- 
urer. No opposition has been offered to the re- 
nomination of the Engineer and Surveyor. The 
Lieutenant-Governorship has been a bone of 
contention, but the spoilsmen have their eyes 
upon a fit companion for the head of the ticket 
—Senator John C. Jacobs, of Kings—though 
policy may dictate the forcing of William E. 
Smith into the breach. For Secretary of State 
the chief candidate appears to be ex-Congress- 
man Edward Wemple, of Montgomery. 


THE SLATE OF THE LEADERS, 

It was a tired Democracy that turned 
out this morning to prepare for the task of 
selecting a State ticket. It was confused gs well 
as fatigued. The fatigue was obviously the re- 
sult of late caucusesin the barrooms, and the 
confusion, the palpable hesitation to grind out 
the candidate with the biggest boom, was un- 
questionably caused by contemplation of the 
Republican ticket, and the reflection that Hill 
ought not to be nominated, but that the 
Democrats dare not refuse to nominate 
him. It was a sedative that the New- 
York papers of both parties brought to 
them in editorial paragraphs commending 
the excellence of the ticket put up by the Re- 
publicans. More exasperating than all other 
unpleasant things was the appearance of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s letter to Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, 
in which he sturdily and vigorously informed 
his party friends that instead of taking the back 
track on civil service reform he proposed to go 
forward. The letters from and to Mr. Eaton ap- 
peared in a local paper—Republican, by the way, 
in politics—and were properly accorded a place 
On the first page asthe matterof the greatest 
local interest. The Albany Argus, which was in 
demand asa Democratic paper, strangely enough 
did not contain the letters, Their effect upon 
the delegates was to excite some of them to the 
use of inelegant and disrespectful expletives. 

If the President had planned to hit the New- 
York Democrats at the most critical moment he 
eould not have succeeded more thoroughly 
than he has. Hill's friends swore vengeance for 
what they characterized as **a shot in the back.” 
They did not conceal their rage or their de- 
termination to disregard the teaching and ex- 
ample of the President, whose principles and 
objects are so far beyond their understanding or 
their capacity to learn. Little by little they be- 
gan to refiect that possibly they might be a 
trifle behind the age, even for Bourbon Demo- 
crats. They also began to have some misgiv- 
angs about the ticket that had been siated 
for them by the leaders and to question among 
themselves whether it possessed those elements 
of strength that were likely to command the 
hearty support of the rank and file of their own 

y. The result of this sober second thought 

n to manifest itself some time before the 
assembling of the convention in a rumored de- 
mand, emanating from a portion of the Hill 
deiegates, for a readjustment of the slate, They 
had discovered that the soldier element had no 
representation on it; that the German element 
‘was not properly cared for; that the Irish ele- 
ment, except inthe name of O’Brien, was stu- 
diously ignored; and finally, (though this was 
of minor consequence,) that the reform element 
Was nowhere. 

The cail for a readjustment began with the 
name of Jacobs, who had been siated for the 
Lieutenant-Governorship. The “ kickers’ be- 
gan to whisper around that it would not do, in 
the present temper of the public mind, to head 
the ticket with such old-time machine politicians 
as Hill and Jacobs, neither of whom, it was 
suggested, was in sympathy with the reform 
purposes of President Cleveland—not that they 
cared much either for Cleveland or reform, but 
some deference must be paid even to the inde- 
pendents and cranks in the Democratic Party if 
they expected to elect their ticket this Fall. 
On comparing notes the * kickers” were quite 
unanimous in the opinion that it would not 
do toset aside Hill in the readjustment. He 
was altogether too strong to attempt such a 
thing, but Jacobs, they thought, could be made 
to give way either by coaxing or by threats. 
But who should be put in his place? The first 
move was in the direction of Fiower, who, they 
argued, possessed a large share of delegates in 
his own right and astill larger share of ‘* boo- 
dle.” A messenger was dispatched to his head- 
quarters,-but the proffer was promptly and em- 

hatically, and not altogether respectfully, re- 

ected by Mr. Flower, who said that under 

no circumstances would he accept the sec- 
ond lace on the ticket. He also said 
that e did not think it would be fair 
treatment toward Senator Jacobs, who 
was his friend and was fairly entitled to this 
nomination with Mr. Hill. Gen. Slocum was 
next pitched upon as a man who, in addition to 
his other strength, would capture a large por- 
tion of the soldier element. By this time Sen- 
ator Jacobs had beard what was on foot, and, 
sending for one of the leading ** kickers,”’ he 
frankly told him that he was not anxious to go on 
the ticket and had not solicited a vote from any 
one: that he bad not consented to be a candidate 
at all until yesterday, when the Kings County 
delegation unanimously passed a resolution to 
present his name for Lieutenant-Governor. 
“Now,” said he, “if Gen. Slocum will 
t to nomination, I

that I will go into the convention and nominate 
him.” A messenger was then dispatched to Mr. 
Slocum to see what he would do. \He quickly 
returned with a report that the General not 
only refused the offer but that he did it indig- 
nantly. In fact, he looked upon it as insulting 
to himselt end treacherous to Senator Jacobs. 
When informed that Jacobs acquiesced in it and 
had offered to present his name, he absolutely 
refused to take the nomination under any cir- 
cumstances, and “if they nominate me,” he 
said, * I will write a letter of declination that 
will make their hair stand on end. The idea,” 
he continued, ** that I, who was once second in 
command under Gen. Grant, in the Union 
Army, should play second fiddle to David B. 
Hill, is preposterous.” 


Attention was then turned to Controller Cha- 
pin, who has his headquarters here and from the 
start has been making a canvass for himself, 
either to hold his present place or to get the 
nomination for Lieutenant-Governor. He was, 
of course, willing, but on inquiry it was found 
that he could not get the support of the Brook- 
lyn delegation. William E. Smith, late Chairman 
of the State Executive Committee, who has also 
been a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, was 
next considered, but he manifested no particu- 
lar anxiety togo on the ticket under present 
circumstances, and, besides, his nomination 


would leave the ticket without any representa- 


tion in the lower end of the State. 

The halls of the three great hotels, the streets, 
the springs, and the bars swarmed with men in 
new clotiies and shiny biack hats just before 
noon. Democratic politicians must be prosper- 
ous as a Class, tor there are many more ex- 
pensively dressed men at the Democratic Con- 
vention than were at the Republican, The bars, 
too, are intinitely busier thanjthey were two days 
ago. As the New-York men, in their gor- 
geous purple and gold badges, were com- 
ing from late breakfasts, the Excelsior 
Club, of Elmira, escorted by the Jack- 
sonians, of Albany, a club composed of 
the messengers and police from the capital, all 
with white ;glove-, paraded Broadway, having 
just reached town. The Jacksonians carried a 
banner inscribed, * Our Cause is the People’s 
Cause. Our Choice for Governor, David B. 
Hill.” The breakfast table letter on civil serv- 
ice reform, which the President had given to 
the convention, may have been the cause of the 
ungraciously cool reception accorded to the 
Hill clubs as they passed the red-eyed delegates 
who watched them from the _ curbstones. 
At all events, they were not over cor- 
dially greeted. Serene and self-satisfied was 
the air of the Tammany men as_ they 
marched behind their band from the Grand 
Union to the convention hall. Just before 12 
their plans were all made. Abovethe gold and 
blue badge worn by each delegate fluttered a 
new one, a white satin ribbon bearing the words, 
* David B. Hill.”” The Kings County men, who 
were last night outspoken for Hill, were mu- 
tinous, having discovered that Senator Jacobs 
was likely to be thrown out by the slate makers 
and might not get the nomination for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor even. A vote in the delegation 
bad revealed a new boom for Gen. Slocum with 
eight votes in it. 

Into the Casino straggled the delegates after 
an audience had begun to fill up the side seats. 
There were few changes in the ball, the most 
conspicuous one being the removal from the 
rear of the platform of the draped portrait of 
Gen. Grant. A new band played in the stand 
where on Tuesday another band had furnished 
music for the friends of Gen. Carr and Dr. 
Swinpurne. Like most bandmasters the leader 
was evidently laboring under the delusion that 
a convention was in the nature of a fu- 
neral, and waved his baton to measures 
in slow time and minor key. Tammany’s chief- 
tains came in in a mass, Gen. Frank Spinola and 
Gen. Roger A. Pryor at the front, with Charles 
EK. Loew, “Jimmy” Martin, Alderman Kirk, 
dignified Judge Duffy, and mischief-making 
Bourke Cockran not far behind. Gen. Pryor, 
Gen. Spinola, Gen. John Cochrane, and Gen. 
James Utility Martin had the trontof the Tam- 
many section. Just behind these conspicuous 
warriors sat the beligerent Croker, Sacoem 

and Bourke Cockran, and further 
. row upon row of braves. <At the 
left of the Tammany men were the delegates 
of the County Democracy, the Hon. Abram 8, 
Hewitt in the front row. Behind him sat Judge 
Murray, the wistful-eyed Waterbury, the saga- 
cious ex-Sheriff Reilly, and Thomas Costigan and 
J. J. Kelso,a brace of 300-pounders. * Fatty” 
Walsh, Lawyer Olney, E. Ellery Anderson, and 
Boss Hubert O. Thompson were close together, 
the “boss” having a seat kept for him until 
half an hour after the convention was called to 
order. Several hundred men smoked until 
the air was so thick that when the sun 
shone through the skylights 1t developed white 
cloud shafts. ‘* Prince’ Harry Genet sat among 
the Irving Hall Democrats and so did Gen. D. E 
Sickles and ** Bob’’ Dunlap, the ex-Commissioner 
of Jurora. While a smaller convention than that 
of the Republicans it held more plug hats, but it 
was less orderly and far less impressive in ap- 
pearance than the one that preceded it. It was 
poorin great men. Cooper, Kelly, Manning, 
Whitney, and Grady were not there,and one 
looked in vain, as the work of the convention 
was about to begin, for the old war horses.

THE CONVENTION BEGINS WORK. 

The convention was catied to order soon 
after 12 o’clock by John O’Brien, of Dutchess, 
who succeeded Daniel Manning as Chairman of 
the State Committee. He nominated George 
Raines as the Temporary Chairman, and the lat- 
ter was escorted to the chair by Judge A'ton B. 
Parker, of Ulster; O. V. Kellogg, of Cortland 
County, and Thomas Jefferson O’Rorke, of Al- 
bany. He read a hurriedly prepared speech, in 
which, of course, he paid his respects 
to the Republican Party and its  plat- 
form, though he refrained from attempt- 
ing any criticism of its candidates. His 
reference to the views of Gen. Grant upon sec- 
tionalism were received in silence. They might 
have been effective had he been able to point to 
the draped portrait so conspicuous in the Re- 
publican Convention, but this had been re- 
moved. When he alluded to the National Ad- 
ministration the four Generals in thefront row 
unlimbered and discharged a feeble volley of ap- 
plause. When he mentioned the name of Presi- 
dent Cleveland it was greeted with faint cheers, 
but when, in the same breath, he used the 
name of Gov. Hill, the convention cheered 
uproariously, and as the echoes died away the 
delegates repeated the plaudits vigorously. He 
spoke of the Governor’s generous attention to 
the hospitals, the prisons, and the asylums of 
the State, but made no mention of the county 
fairs, funerals, and baseball matches. Philo O. 
Bacchus, James E. Morrison, Thomas F. Gilroy, 
of Tammany; F. C. Schraub, William S. An- 
drews, J. L. Cloak, and Charles J. Kreischer 
were appointed to be Secretaries of the conven- 
tion, and the roll was called. Contests that 
are exceedingly bitter were reported in 
Livingston between Gen. Lester B. Faulk- 
ner and the adherents of Hill; in 
the First Westchester District between the 
Stahlnecker crowd, who tried to run the can- 
vass for the Governor, and the Democrats who 
wouldn't allow it; and in the second Chautauqua 
District. The names of Tammany’s delegates 
were read first when New-York County was 
reached. Hubert O. Thompson’s name was 
cheered, and there was a genera) outburst when 
the name of Abram 8. Hewitt was called. Mr, 
Hewitt blushed like a schoolboy and riveted 
his eyeson a crack in the floor. He came up to 
look after the party’s platform. ‘bring- 
ing it in a little black leather bag. One 
wild whoop, which was without an echo, 
was uttered by some person in the hall when 
ex-Chief of Police Kelso’s name was read. The 
name of “ Prince’? Harry Genet was hurried 
over by the clerk, for it bad a singularly sua- 
gestive sound. Ex-Mayor Edward Murphy, of 
Troy, was cheered when the Rensselaer delega- 
tion was polled. Ex-Kev. E. F. Keyes, of Yonk- 
ers, asked to be substituted for Congressman 
Stahlinecker, and his request was granted. All 
resolutions relative to the platform were ordered 
referred to the appropriate committee without 
debate. The several committees were ordered 
to be made up in the same manner that the Re- 
publican Convention adoptea—that is, one from 
each Congressional! instead of Judicial district. 

The shaggy-headed W, Bourke Cockran, who 
villified Cleveland at the Chicago Convention, 
asked that a hearing be given the Anti-Monopo- 
lists. Mr. Cockran is the mouthpiece of Tam- 
many, and he is the best talker who was ever 
identified with the organization. The conven- 
tion had no objection, and a young man with a 
fiery red head and beard climbed upon the plat- 
form, and, telling the delegates he had no speech 
to make, he presented the “*platform” adopted 
at Clarendon Hallafew weeks ago. Dr. Ferdi- 
nand Seegur was hisuame. The platform is the 
funny production of that little band of men 
who were saved out of the wreck of 
Ben Butler’s People’s Party and of the 
half dozen men who followed the fortunes of 
Francis B. Thurber, when the * Anti-Monopoly 
Party” entered the belly of the Democratic 
Party three years ago at Syracuse. The “* party” 
has emerged trom its place of confinement look- 
ing much better than could be expected and 
evidently perfectly satisfied, for it wants 
to be swallowed again. The Anti-Monop- 
olists, it to be stated, are 
divided. The Seegur' portion, otherwise 
known as the left wing, claims to be the 
truly original and Simon Pure product of the 
Anti-Monopoly sentiment. But this claim is 
contested by Anti-Monopolist John W. Keogh, 
who heads the right wing. Mr. Keogh jealously 
watched the leader of the left wing from a dis- 
tant part of the hall. 

After the left wing had marched away a Mon- 
roe delegate asked that a similar hearing be ac- 
corded to George Biair. Communist Risir cama 
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forward, and, assuming to speak for genuine 
workingmen, suggested that the convention 
adopt the platform of the State’s Traaes:-Assem- 
bly, which recently assembled at Rome. Its 
features will be found by those workingmen 
who work for a living in yesterday’s Republican 

latform if they care to look atit. Communist 

lair is the gentleman who has been in commu- 
nication with Gov. Hill all Summer, and whose 
purpose it has been to get an indorsement of 
the cunning Governor from all those working- 
men who could be cajoled into giving hima 
character. 

The Blair incident over, Mouthpiece Cockran 
presented the anti-civil service resolutions of 
Tammany and insisted on their being read. The 
sentiments of these political highwaymen were 
so indecent that the earnest Democrats who 
sympathize with President Cleveland in his at- 
tempted reforms listened with distress depicted 
upon their countenances. The great body of 
the delegates, however, fairly howled with de- 
light and yelled “Hi! hi! hil” at the top of 
their voices. A resolution in relation to veteran 
soidiers and sailors, not half so explicit as that 
which was placed in the Republican platform, 
was banded up and ordered into committee. 
The committees were named and a recess was 
taken till 7:30 o’ciock in the evening. 


THE NOMINATION OF HILL. 


The convention reassembled _ three- 
quarters of an hourafter the appointed time. 
The Hill men were anxious, notwithstanding that 
they appeared to have the gamein theirown 


hands. Lieutenants Bacon and Maxwell flitted 


over the floor to see that none of the Governor's 


pegs had dropped out of their holes. The Sixty- 
ninth Regiment Band played aseries of lively 
melodies and Irish melodies. The hall was 
packed with the Governor’s heelers. Gen. John 
Cochrane reported that the contest in Livingston 
had been settled and withdrawn, the Chautau- 
qua contestants had been thrown out, and the 
Westchester delegates in the First District had 
been admitted with half a vote each. George 
Raines was continued as Chairman of the con- 
vention. Controller Alfred C. Chapin was sub- 
stituted for a Kings County delegate, D. Cady 
Herrick, of Albany, reported that the Commit- 
tee on Platform was unableto complete its re- 
port and wanted until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. This request was granted by the con- 
vention. 

The first move in the direction of candidates 
was by ex-Senator Thomas C. Ecclesine, of New- 
York, who moved that a Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor be nominated and an adjournment 
taken for to-night. D. Cady Herrick wanted 
the Lieutenant-Governorship laid over till to- 
morrow, but he was reminded by Mr. Ecclesine 
that a sufficient crystallization of sentiment had 
occurred to warrant the filling of these two 
offices. Justice Courtney, of Kings, supported 
Mr. Ecclesine, but Alderman Kane, of Brooklyn, 
and D. G. Griffin, urged that the whole ticket 
be left until to-morrow. Mr. Griffin moved an 
immediate adjournment, and the Governor's 
friends hissed him roundly. Bourke Cockran 
demanded a roll call, wavered, and then with- 
drew his demand; but the cue was caught up by 


Alderman Kane and the long roll was 
calied. Cheers were given by the Governor's 
heelers to those who voted ** No,” while upon 
those who voted for the adjournment 
they showered yells and hisses. When the 
name of Abram 8S. Hewitt was called and 
he voted to adjourn the mye to Hill gave 
the Congressman three cheers, and for a mo- 
ment the air was filled with thesound. As it 
died away the heelers on the outskirts hissed 
and gave three cheers for Gov. Hill. The Hiil 
phalanx failed to be moved by thesnock. The 
Governor’s delegates had the convention 
and they declined to let the nomination, 
now so. oear, slip from their grasp. 
Tammany voted solidly against. adjourn- 
ment, while the County Democracy 
presented an equally solid front for it. Perry 
Belmont voted nay. Lyman S. Coleman, of 
Wyoming, was evidently napping, for he shout- 
ed David B. Hill when his name was called. 
Kings was divided. Mr. Chapin and a few others 
voted in the affirmative and the»bulk of the dele- 
gation in the negative. After consultation An- 
thony Barrett announced that it wanted to cast a 
solid affirmative vote. The delegation flopped 
only to tind that it was on the wrong side, for 
the motion to adjourn was lost by 148}4 yeas to 
231)4 nays. 

‘he opposition to the Governor by motions 
and counter-motions now began a fight for dee 
lay. Col. Fellows begged adjournment, and was 
greeted with derisive laughter. He was answered 
by Mr. Ecciesine, who goaded the Hill men into 
passion, telling them an. adjournment was 
sought for no other purpose than to defeat the 
Governor. Hill’s friends tried to push 
conclusions. Gen. Spinola, seeing the way 
out, moved the previous question. ‘Call 
the roll,” shouted one of Thompson’s men, The 
Chair ordered the call of the longroll. This 
tiresome proceeding drove hundreds of the au- 
dience out of the hall. The delegates voted 
wildly at first, but soon fell properly into line. 
To make thetime pass agreeably, hundreds of 
delegates lignted their cigars. Mr. Fellows’s 
speech was to no purpose. The result of the 
vote was 240 votes for the previous question and 
139 votes against it. Up sprang Mr. J. Thomas 
Spriggs, from the Thompson crowd, moving to 
adjourn. The Chair ruled the motion out of 
order, and in spite of Spriggs’s effort to stop 
business by appealing from the decision of the 
Chair Chairman Raines ordered the clerks to 
proceed. ‘To the Hill men, with victory almost 
within reach, an adjournment was full of 
danger. One of the Kings County men, 
soon after the calling of the roll had 
begun, begged for a suspension of the call. This 
weakening was resented by a County Democrat, 
who objected, and the call proceeded. Griffin, 
of Jefferson, made an ineffectual attempt to in- 
duce the convention to listen to a proposition he 
had to make in the interest of an early nomina- 
tion and adjournment. He was derisively shout- 
eddown. ‘The motion to proceed to a nomina- 
tion was ordered—270}% in its favor and 103, 
against it. 

Without an instant of delay Jerry J. O’Conor, 
an Elmira liquor des!ier who has the Governor 
for a constituent, rose. Screams, cheers, und 
catcalls greeted him, and when he bunglingly 
spoke of Hill as no embryo in public life the 
delight of the Hill shouters could not be kept in 
bounds. A poorer speech could scarcely be 
imagined than that in which he present- 
ed Hill’s name. There was a yell when 
he declared that Hill was* stronger than 
bis party. al many respects,”’ he 
said in conclusion, *“* He is the counterpart of 
Thomas Jefferson.”” There was no response to 
this brave compliment to Hill. Daniel Lock- 
wood, of Erie, who nominated Cleveland at Chi- 
cago, seconded the nomination on behalf of the 
western delegates. Charles W. Durston, an en- 
thusiastic Hiil delegate from Cayuga, proposed 
Hill’s nomination by acclamation. Ex-Senator 
Ecclesine, the silver-togued, asked for his nom1- 
nation, and declared that ** We love him for the 
friends he bus made.” Yells greeted the senti- 
ment: * On this fair Hilllet us plant the flag of 
victory,’’and then Downs, of Wayne, seconded 
the nomination to nominate by acclamation asa 
recognition of the young Democracy of New- 
York. Boisterous applause followed his assur- 
ance that if Hill was nominated the Republicans 
would on election night think thatit was a 
mountain and nota Hill that had tallen upon 
their candidate. Griffin, of Jefferson, pulled the 
1 icc Flower boom out and went for 

iil. 

The cheers that greeted Col. Fellows were 
checked when he assured the convention that he 
expected to be hissed before he was through, 
While declaring that the gay A Democracy 
never bolts and that it would be loyal, it must 
express a dissent from the manifest will of the 
convention.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 24.—The opposition 
among independent Republicans to Col. Quay 
for State Treasurer is beginning to take shape.

ans will be called, and the bolt will be formally 
started. For three weeks a committee of pro- 
fessional business men have been busily 
engaged in ascertaining the views of 
independent Republicans and they claim to have 


received assurance of co-operation against the 
ng sae candidate on ail sides, not alone in 
Philadelphia, but in other large cities and 
throughout the rural districts. Among the 
Philadelphia Republicans who have joined the 
anti-Quay movement are Francis B. Reeves, 
John Field, Rudolph Blankenburg, William Ar- 
rott, Joel J. Baily, William Brockie, Alexan- 
der H. Morgan, Gen. Lucius H. War- 
ren, George D._ McCreary, Hampton L.

PRINCE -ALEXANDER ‘PREPARING 
A DEFENSIVE CAMPAIGN. 

A LARGE FORCE OF BULGARIAN CAVALRY 


AT PHILIPPOPOLIS—THE POWERS ACT- 


IVELY NEGOTIATING. 


PuiLrproporis, Sept. 24.—Several squad- 
ronsof Bulgarian cavalry have arrived here. 
Prince Alexander, accompanied by his staff, met 
them on the outskirts of the city and placing 
-himself at the head of the column entered the 
town amid much enthusiasm, the people cheer- 
ing the Prince and his soldiers along the whole 


line of march. The Prince afterward started for 
the frontier to inspect the troops stationed there. 
Large numbers of horses are continually arriv- 
ing herefor the use of the troops, as a result of 
a recent requisition or voluntary offerings from 


the inhabitants. Everything points to active 
preparations for a defensive campaign, A 


number of committees of ladies are working 
hard making clothing for the soldiers. 

Sophra, Sept. 24.—The Bulgarian Parlia-— 
ment has voted £5,000,000 for the purpose of 
carrying out the unity programme between 


Roumelia and Bulgaria, and adopted a resolu- 


tion petitioning the Czar to allow the Russian 
officers of the Bulgarian army to remain in the 
service. It has also unanimously approved of 
Prince Alexander’s action and prociaimed a 
union of thetwo Bulgarias. 

The Government has sent a circular to the 
powers stating that the Mussulmans in Roumelia 


are forming armed bands. Prince Alexander 
therefore begs the powers to intervene and com- 
pel the Sultan to say categorically whether he 
refuses to accept or agrees to the Bulgarian 
union. Prince Alexander refuses to postpone 
the disarming of the Mussulmans beyond two 
days. The Porte’s circular insists upon the 
necessity of maintaining the treaty of Berlin, 
and asks the friendly intervention of the signa- 
tory powers to that end, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24.—The Porte is 
awaiting an answer from the signatory powers 
to the treaty of Berlin to its circular of yester- 
day respecting the insurrection in Roumelia be- 
fore taking action for the purpose of reassert- 
ing the rights of the Sultan in the province. M. 
Nelidoff, the Russian Ambassador, has received 
his. instructions from ms Government, but is 
waiting for the envoys of the other powers in- 
terested to be instructed, so that all may inform 
the Porte simultaneously of the desires of their 
respective Governments in the matter. 

Paris, Sept. 24.—Le Paris to-day pub- 
lishes a dispatch from 1ts London correspondent 
stating that the Marquis of Salisbury, the Eng- 
lish Premier, has obtained a promise trom the 
Porte not to send Turkish troops into Roumelia 
until the signatory powers to the treaty of Ber- 
lin have been consulted. The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, the correspondent says, has taken the 
initiatory step toward sounding the powers in- 
terested as to their policy respecting the insur- 
rection in Roumelia, 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—The Bulgarian police 
are disarming Servian subjects in order to pre- 
vent a riying on the Macedonian frontier. 

It is reported thatthe Turks have recovered 
from their defeat at Djakovo and are again 
marching against the Albanians, 

St. Petersburg advices state that Russia will 
demand that the conference of the signatory 
powers to the Berlin treaty depose Prince 
Alexander, and will suggest Prince Karageorgie- 
vitch, the son-in-law of Prince Nicolas of 
Montenegro, as his successor. Prince Karageor- 
gievitch is desirous of leading an armed force 
against Servia, and hopes to gain the support of 
Austria to such a movement. 

Servian army corps are marching from Nisch, 
Kurscheni, and Alexinatz toward the Macedo- 
nian frontier. 

A Turkish force has occupied a small village 
near Mustapha Pasha, atown in Roumelia, on 
the Maritza River. There were no Bulgarian 
troops on the ground when the place was en- 
tered by the Turks. 


Lonpbovn, Sept. 25.—The Standard’s Ber- 
lin correspondent telegraphs that the Govern- 
ments ot Germany, France, Italy, Russia, and 
Turkey have consented toa conference on the 
Roumelian question. 


BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The North German 
Gazette says that the Bulgarians ought to have 
discovered by this time that she hope of Rus- 
sian support is fallacious, as witness the Czar’s 
recall to Russia of Major-Gen. Prince Cantacu- 
zene, Who was acting as Bulgarian Minister of 
War, and it needs no divination to predict the 
nature of the reception that will be given the 
Bulgarian deputation who are about to visit the 
Czar at Copenhagen. 


REFORM IN ENGLAND. 
ADDRESSES BY CHAMBERLAIN, MORLEY, 
AND BRADLAUGH. 

Lonbon, Sept. 24.—An immense popular 
meeting was held here to-night, at which ora- 
tions were delivered by Messrs. Bradlaugh, Mor- 
Jey, Chamberlain, and others. The hall in which 
the meeting proper was held was packed 
by an audience of 1,000 persons, and out- 
side the building fully 20,000 more were 
assembled. The utmost good humor prevailed. 
Mr. Chamberlain was 20 minutes in getting 
througb the crowd. He made a slashing elec- 
tion speech, the only new and important point 


in which was his vehement declaration that he 
would never become amember of a Cabinet 
which did not adopt reform measures, including 
reform of the taxation laws, free elementary ed- 
ucation, and the acquisition of land by iocal au- 
thorities in order to create small tenants. Mr. 
Cnamberlain accused the Conservatives of an 
unchivairous surrender of Zanzibar's interests 
to Germany. Lord Salisbury, be declared, had 
lived to see the collapse of his boasted pol- 
icy of ‘peace with honor.” One _ of 
the features of the evening was Newman 
Hall’s fulsome reference to the royal family. 
His remarks brought forth astorm of derision 
which lasted fully five minutes. 

The police officials have selected another site 
than the one at Limehouse for the Socialist 
meeting on Sunday next, and have intimated 
to leading Socialists that if the meeting is held 
at the place ye it will not be disturbed 
by the police. r. Aveling and his friends have 
resolved to vindicate their right to free speech 
at Limehouse and will hold the meeting there, 
as originally announced. The action of the po- 
lice in breaking up the meeting on Sunday last 
has created much sympathy with the Socialists, 
and it is expected that an immense crowd will 
attend the meeting next Sunday. Michael Davitt 
has telegraphed his sympathy to the Socialists 
in their efforts to maintain their right to free- 
dom of speech.

HARRY THOMPSON AND HIS WIFE, HENRI-*’ 
ETTA VADERS, HAVE A ROW, 

SyracuskE, N. Y., Sept. 24.—A loud report 
of apistolin the Vanderbilt House barroom 
this morning caused much excitement among 
the guests. The cause was the attempt by 
Harry Thompson, husband of Henrietta 
Vaders, the actress, to commit suicide. Thomp- 
son and his wife are both members of Thonras 
Keane’s company, and after the performance last 
night are said to have quarreled over Miss Ida, 
Roff, to whom Miss Vaders thought her husband 


was paying too much attention. The com- 
pany went to Buffalo this morning and 
left Thompson alone here. He is said to 
have drank quite heavily Jast night. 
About 9:30 o’clock this morning he entered 
the Vanderbilt barroom and called fora glass of 
whisky. Henry Steingrebe, the bartender, wuited 
on him. Thompson stood for a momentat the bar 
and then said: “ My name is Harry Thompson. I 
am heart-broken. I want to die.” He drew 
from his pocket a revolver and loaded it. 
His actions were watched- carefully by the: 
bartender. Thompson then pointed the re- 
volver at his heart. The bartender thought 
matters had gone far enough andJshouted to 
the man. Thompson’s hand dropped to his 
side, and the revolver exploded with a 
startling pop. Thompson quickly pointed 
the weapon again at his heart, but 
before he could fire Manager Patton disarmed 
him. Thompson covered his eyes with his hands 
and ran out of the barroom into East Genesee- 
street, where he was arrested. 

“T want to die,” said he to a reporter who 
talked with him in his cell. “My wife had no 
reason to become jealous. It was madness 
on her part, for my actions to Miss Roff 
were simply those of any gentleman

WINNERS AT ROCKAWAY 


ENDING THE MEETING 4T THE. 
CEDARHURST TRACK. 
TWO RIDERS SUSPENDED AND THE SEN- 
TENCE AFTERWARD REMOVED—SEVYER- 
AL RIDERS THROWN—THE WINNERS. 

The Autumn race meeting of the Rock- 
away Steeplechase Association was brought toa 
successful close yesterday afternoon at Cedar- 
hurst. There was as large an attendance as upon 
the first day of the meeting. 

The steeplechase was unfortunate in several 
respects, and cast a damper upon the day’s 
sport. The judges of the meeting—J. H. Brad- 
ford, Skipwith Gordon, and F. J. Griswold— 
found it incumbent upon them to adopt severe 
measures in regard to the gentleman rider on 
Robson’s Choice—Stanley Mortimer—the crowd 
having swarmed into the home stretch in front 
of their stand and demanded that he be pun- 
ished for having departed from the course 
during the race. There were shouts of 
““Suspend him!” ‘tTake him off the horse!” 
and similar ejaculations of displeasure, and 
the judges finally announced that Mr. Mortimer 
was suspended for one year from all participa- 
tion in the races of the association. They also 
decreed that Baron von Grunbaum, who yode 
Gray Bonnet in the race,and who, finding that 
his horse would not take kindly to the jumpand 


would not run either, walked the animal home, 
should suffer similariy with Mr. Mortimer. Sen- 
tence was posted conspicuously on a blackboard 
in front of the grand stand and caused a sensa- 
tion. Several prominent members of the asso- 
ciation rushed to the jucges and remon- 
strated, declaring that if the decision were not 
revoked they would at once resign their mem- 
bership in the club. This caused another con- 
ference among the judges, and as a result they 
ordered that the offensive words be erased from 
the blackboard, and announced that the 
sentence of suspension pronounced against 
Messrs. Mortimer and von Grunbaum was 
withdrawn. They gave their reasons for 
the proceeding to the press in a writ- 
ten communication to the effect that they were 
informed and believed that Mr. Mortimer and 
all the other riders bad been instructed that a 
failure to go the correct course would mean a 
penaity of suspension; the professional riders 
had been so informed: the gentleman riders had 
not been soinformed. Therefore the judges, be- 
lieving that the mistake was entirely accidental, 
at the request of the Executive Committee have 
concluded to reinstate Mr. Mortimer and Baroy 
von Grunbaum.

BRADSTREET BRINGS SUIT. 


HE CLAIMS $100,000 FROM THE MERCANTILE 
AGENCY. 

Henry Bradstreet, who incorporated 
the Bradstreet Company, known as Brad- 
street’s Mercantile Agency, has brought suit 
against the managers of the company asking for 
an injunction and claiming damages of $100,000. 
Ex-Judge Curtis, Mr. Bradstreet’s counsel, says 
the suit will show that the majority of the stock 


bas passed improperly into the hands of Charles 
F. Clark, the President of the company, and 
Treasurer Edward F. Randolph. 

“IT do not believa,”’ President Clark said last 
night, “that the suit will ever reach a trial. It 
seems to me that Mr. Bradstreet wants to see 
what he can make out of us. We shall not pay 
him a dollar. The company was incorporated 
by Mr. Bradstreet 10 years ago. I was one of the 
subscribers; Mr. Randolph was another. The 
business of the Bradstreets at that time was in- 
solvent. The new incorporation sayed the busi- 
ness. Mr. Bradstreet was made President of the 
eompany, but later it was put under other 
management. Business picked up under new 
officers, fresh capital was put in, and the com- 
pany gained a standing. 

After Mr. Bradstreet retired he began to sell 
his stock. For three or four years past 20 shares 
out of 3,780 haye stood on the books in his name. 
He parted with nearly 500 shares, every sale by 
him being voluntary. We heard no word of 
complaint or protest from him about the use of 
the corporate name for the business or for the 
paper published by us until two weeks ago, 
when he wrote us protesting against our use of 
the name of Bradstreet for the paper.

About a year ago Mr. Potter Palmer 
adopted the system of requiring the porters at 
his hote]) to turn inall “tips” received from 
guests to the office. Speaking of the matter last 
evening Clerk Probst said the plan had worked 
very well with the porters, and will probably be 
-tried with the waiters very soon. **It was Mr. 
Paimer’s idea in adopting the plan,” he con- 
tinued, “to stop the ‘tips’ altogether. Whena 
man comes to this hotel and pays $4 50 and $5a 
day he is entitled to the best service the house 
has without the payment of money to servants 
whom Mr, Palmer is amply able to pay and does 
pay himself. As soon asthe public understands 
that in paying the porters it simply goes to the 
-hoteithe ‘tips’ cease. Our rates are pretty high, 
and when a man pays them he will not pay any 
more knowingly.” ‘* Yes, ‘tips’ are all wrong,” 
said atraveling man standing near by. “Our 
association is going to endeavor to put a stop to 
the imposition.” At the Grand Pacific the boot- 
biacks are paid by the day, and turn in tothe 
office the money they receive.

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THE DAUNTLESS'S RETURN. 


JUST SIX HOURS AND‘ TWENTY : SECONDS 
BEHIND—A.-CLUB: RECEPTION. 

The schooner yacht Dauntless, which 
sailed with the cutter Genesta in the race from 
Sandy Hook Lightship to Brenton’s Reef Light- 
ship and back again, passed the starting point 
on the return at 11:20 o’clock Wednesday night, 
just 6 hours and 20 seconds behind the Genesta. 
Then she raninto the Horseshoe and anchored 
for the night. Yesterday morning she was 
towed up to Stapleton, Staten Island, and 
during the afternoon went up to Poillon’s 


shipyard, Brooklyn, for repairs. She had 
a trying experience in the race. About 
midnight on Tuesday, while off Point Judith, 
she carried away her jibboom and had to lie to 
about half an hour to clear away the wreck. 
She managed, however, ta save her jib topsail, 
That happened before she rounded the Bren- 
ton’s Reet Lightship. On the return she parted 
the leech rope of her foresail of Montauk. She 
took in the sail, repaired and reset it, but the 
leech rope soor pasted again. The rest of the 
way she proceeded under reefed mainsail and 
storm.jib. Her pilot thought she encountered 
much heavier seas than the Genesta. Nobody 
on board was injured. The Dauntless will saii 
in the Cape May race at4 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon, 

The Genesta lay at anchor off Tompkinsviille, 
Staten Island, all day yesterday, with her top- 
mast housed. Her bobstay was unfastened at 
the stem, and the end was taken inboard for ex- 
amination. It was found that the nut of the 
bolt which holds the preventer bobstay had 
worked off. The port sidestay of the bowsprit 

arted at the shackle as the Genesta luffed around 
he Sandy Hook Lightship at the finish. Other- 
wise boat and rigging were uninjured. Themen 
most painfully hurt were John Scarf, who was 
hit on the side of the head by the chain hal- 
yards of the jib as that sail was being 
taken in while the Genesta was in tow; 
Harry Bowen, who was thrown upon the deck 
by a sea and stunned, and Charles Cros’, who 
had his great toe broken by a blow from arops 
across the foot. They were all able to work yes- 
terday except Cross and he was doing well. Sir 
Richard Sutton said that the Genesta would sail 
inthe Cape May race if there were any other 
starters. He and his brother-in-law, Sir William 
Levinge, will sail for England to-morrow in the 
Cunarder Etruria. Mr. Beavor-Webb wiil re- 
main here for a time and will have charge of the 
Genesta ifshe sails in .the Cape May race. The 
jenesta will sailfor England in about 10 days 
from to-morrow. 

The Puritan left Staten Island under tow early 
yesterday afternoon, and was given a gun by 
both the Clytie and the Dauntless as a parting 
salutation. As she passed the Genesta she 
dipped her colors three times, but the English- 
man’s colors being screwed to the masthead he 
was unable to answer the salute. The Puritan 
was towed through Hell Gate, from whence she 
proceeded under sail to Boston. She was pur- 
chased at the sale on Wednesday by Mr. Burgess 
for Gen. Charles J. Paine, one of the syndicate 
who built her. 

The reception given last night by the New- 
York Yacht Club to Sir Richard Sutton was en- 
tirely informal, and consequently a very pleas- 
ant affair. The reception was held in the model 
room, which was decorated with the private sig- 
nals of the various yachts. The supper tabie 
Was spread in the center of the room 
and upon it were displayed the Brenton’s 
Reef Challenge Cif, won on Wedne:day 
by the Genesta, the Commodore’s Cups 
won on Friday last by the Genesta and Gray- 
ling, the Goelet Cups won in August last by 
the Puritan and Fortuna, the cups won inthe 
last annual regatta of the club, and the Swamp- 
scott Cups, won in 1871 by the schooner Colum- 
bia. Acting Commodore Douglas presented Sir 
Richard Sutton, Sir William Levinge, and J. 
Beavor-Webb to the members and guests, and 
supper was served at 10:30 o’clock with a musi- 
cal accompaniment by Lander’s. orches- 
tra.

ENDING A LONG STRIKE. 


ADVANCE IN WIRE RATES RESTORING THE 
OLD WAGES IN CLEVELAND. 

Nearly every leading manufactory of 
wire was represented at a meeting Tuesday aft- 
ernoon at the United States Hotel, at which it 
was decided to order an advance in prices rang- 
ing from 10to 15 per cent., basing the adyance 
upon the general improvement in the wire trade 
all over the country. This advance made it pos- 
sible for the Cleveland Rolling Mill Company to 
keep a promise made to its employes Jast June 
that as soon as prices advanced there would bea 
corresponding increase in wages. President 
William Chisholm on Wednesday issued instruc- 
tions for a restoration of the oldrate of wages. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 24.—The Cleve- 
land Rolling Mili Company announced this even- 
ing that 1t would pay the prices that the men 
struck for in June, and asked that ali the skilled 
laborers return to work to-morrow. Nearly all 
the men wish to return to work to-morrow, but 
their leaders are trying to dissuade them, and 
now wantthe men to demand country prices. 
The leaders believe that on account of the posi- 
tion taken by them they will not be employed, 
and sothey desire to do all theinjury to the 
mill owners that is possible. This evening an 
attack was made on a mechanic by the name of 
A. A. Honsworth. He itett the works about 6 
o’clock and started forhome. He had proceed- 
ed only a short distanue when he was set upon 
by a body of Polish and Bohemian strikers. He 
broke from thecrowd andran. Several shots 
vere fired at him, and he returned the fire, but 
without any serious results. The citizens of the 
Eighteenth Ward have petitioned for additional 
police protection on account of threats to burn 
the business houses of the ward.

The bits 
of silk composing it came from both North and 
South, Forty-nine blocks form the centre, and 
contain the Grand Army badge of Wadham’'s 
Post, No. 49; United States flags, sabre and seal, 
George Washington, (bust,) stacked muskets, 
‘camp fire, soldiers’ monument, Connecticut, 
Sheridan cavalry corps badge, Washington, D, 
C., Hancock corps badge, Fort Sumter, flags of 
Jreland, Germany, and France, old tomb of 
Washington, 1824, anchor and chain, ponton 
bridge, United States signal flags and torch; 
also, all corps badges, witb their numbers 
and devices, as follows: 1, hard tack; 2 
shamrock; 8, diamond, 4, triangle; 5, Mal- 
tese cross; 6, Greek cross; 7, crescent and 
star; 8, six-point star; 9, anchor and cannon; 
10, fort; 11, crescent; 14, acorn; 15, cartridge box; 
16, ball; 17, arrow; 18, Japanese cross; 10, Mal- 
tese cross; 20, star; 22, square-pojut star, 23; 
shield; 24, heart; 25, double square, One hundred 
and fifty-one stars are worked on the black satin 
strips that join these blocks together. The 
border contains these Revolutionary flags, fully 
lettered: Rattlesnake flag, ‘** Don't tread on 
me;"’ flag of 1777; ring with 13 stars; pine-tree 
flag, ** An appeal to Heaven;” liberty and union 
flag of 1774: naval flag of 1776; Bunker Hill flag; 
pine-tree flag, red; United States flag, 13 stars; 
United States flag, 38 stars; English flag. These 
representations alternate with the flags: Five 
ships of war, two pair battle axes, knapsack, 
four drums, crossed muskets, ferns, six crossed 
sabres, cannon and balls, fans, and flowers, In 
each corner is a St. Bernard dog. On the edgin 
is the name of every President of the Unite 
States, with date and term of service and date 
of death.

GOLDSMITH MAID DEAD, 


THE CAREER OF THE ONCE -FAMOUS*QUEEN* 
OF THE TURF. 

TRENTON, Sept. 24.— Goldsmith Maid, 
who once held the proud title of * Queen of the 
Turf,” died at the Fashion Stud Farm, near this 
city, yesterday afternoon. She was ill only a 
few hours, but it was parceived by her keeper 
that her trouble was a serious one, and 
he at once telegraphed for Heston Brad- 
shaw, the most competent veterinary 
surgeon in this part of the State. 
The latter’s skill availed nothing, the mare 
dying shortly after his arrival. A post-mortem 
examination made to-day by the veterinary sur- 
geon and Dr. W. W. L. Phillips showea that the 
Maid suffered from fatty degeneration and en- 
largement of the heart. She was 28 years old 
last May, and for seven years has been living in 
retirement at the Fashion Stud Farm, where she 
enjoyed as good treatment as it was possible to 
extend an animal. The stud farm is owned 


by H. N. Smith, a _ millionaire stock 
broker, of New-York. He purchased Gold- 
smith Maid, it is said, atter her career 
on the turf was finished, and gave her 
luxurious quarters in which to pass the remain- 
der of her days. Of many horses once famous 
onthe turfand nowat Fashion farm she was 
the most popular, and there was mourning when 
she passed away among the people at the farm. 
Her death removes a city attraction also. Vis- 
itors to Trenton were neyer allowed to depart 
without asight of the mare that lowered the 
trotting record to 2:14. On Summer Sundays 
and holidays hundreds of people were wont ta 
flock to the farm to catch a glimpse of the mare. 
She has given birth to three colts at the farm, 
one of which is dead. 

In her early days Goldsmith Maid was as wild 
as a prairie horse. Her owner had built hopes 
ot making her a creditable farm horse, but find- 
ing them disappointed he let her run at will. 
She had a passion for jumping fences, and when 
she found one that her eye said was too high to 
leap in comfort she knew how to use her heels to 
bring it down to a proper level. For miles around 
Deckertown, N, J., where she was born and raised, 
her reputation as * Decker’s worthless mare” was 
established by the havoc she made among the 
fences and corn fields of the farmers. Her 
owner, John B. Decker, bad bought her mother 
of a peddler, and she became so useful that he 
decided to it the best colt he could from her. 
Golasmith Maia was the offspring of this mare 
by a Hambletonian stallion belonging to Major 
Edsall, of Goshen. Although the colt could 
not be trained to harness ana persisted in wild 
freaks of running in the fields and meadows, 
making havoc with tences, Mr. Decker was very 
fond of her, and it was only by his wife’s en- 
treaty that he parted with her for $260 to his 
nephew, John H, Decker, of Newburg, in No- 
vember, 1864, 

She was then 8 years old and untamed. Before 
that she had made a reputation as a runner on 
local race courses through clandestine collusion 
between Mr. Decker’s hired man and some 
young horsemen in the neirhborhood, who 
were permitted by the hired man to take her 
from the field at night. As soonas it was known 
that_ she had been sold, William Tompkins, 
of Hampton, prevailed on young Decker 
to part with her for $360. Young Decker 
regretted the sale the day he made it. The 
next Spring he met Alden Goldsmith and put 
him on track of tha mare. Mr. Golasmith 
bought her of Tompkins for $600, and turned 
her over to William Bodine to train. She was 
naturally a runner, and was so persistent in her 
inclination to run that Bodine was several times 
in danger of losing his life by her capers. But 
he had faith in her, and when she understood 
what gait he wanted she became perfectly tract- 
able in his hands. She won several local races at 
the start of her career under Bodine. 

Her first race of note was at Newburg, June 
6, 1867, when she made a record of 2:2444. That 
was not lowered until Oct. 7, 1868, when she 
trotted at Mystic Park, Boston, in 2:21%. At 
Buffalo, on Aug. 12, 1869, she made 2:194, and 
2:19 on the same course on Aug. 1], 1871. She 
lowered her record two seconds at Milwaukee 
on Sept. 17,1871. Budd Doble was then her 
owner, having bought her for $20,000 in 1868. On 
the lowering of her record Henry N. Smith 
bought her for $35,000. Her record became 2:16 
at Springfield, on Aug. 19, 1874, and her best 
time, 2:14, was made the same season, Sept. 2, 
1874, at the Mystic Course. She was then 17 
years old. After that she trotted in 2:14 
at Belmont Park, Philadelphia, on June 23, 
1876; made three heats at Buffalo on Aug. 
8, 1876, in 2:16, 2:1514, and 2:15, and trotted in 
2:14% at Belmont Park on Nov. 4, 1876. Her last 
appearance on the turt was at Toledo, on Sept. 
27, 1877, when she tried to beat 2:14 and made 
three heats in 2:23, 2:2114, and 2:22. As she was 
then 20 years old her owner thought she had 
earned retirement. She had trotted in 132 races, 
Ss which she won 92. Her earnings were nearly

GETTING RID OF OLEOMARGARINE. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 24.—The Legisla- 
ture of last Winter passed a law prohibiting the 
sale of oleomargarine in this State, and provid- 
ing that any factory for such manufacture 
already in existence should be taken possession 
of by the State, the value of its equipment 
fairly appraised, and such amount so ascertained 
to be paid to the owner out of the State Treas- 
ury, s0 as to save him from actual loss. This 
law has just gone into effect, and the manu- 
tactory of this productin this city has passed 
into the hands of the agents of the State and 
has been closed. There are two other manu- 
factories in the State which will be closed in the 
manuer prescribed by this somewhat novel 
statute.

‘THE: SENATORS ATTENDS. A FAIR AND: MAKES: 


A. SHORT TALK. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Seven 
thousand people endeavored to hear Senator 
Evarts’s forty-minute talk at the Potsdam Fair 
this afternoon, but aheavy wind made his rather 
shrill voice somewhat indistinct. He was feel- 
ing extremely well, however, and after express- 
ing his convictions to Tuk Trmxs’s correspondent 
that the Republican State ticket was the very 
best which could baye been selected, he buttoned 
his overcoat ubout him and turned to listen to 
his introduction to the crowd by the Hon. George 
Z. Erwin, who named Mr. Evarts us the head 
of the American Bar. The Senator’s speech oc- 
cupied little over 380 minutes in delivery, and 
was filled with characteristically long sentences, 
and was remarkable for an absence of periods, 
He said he had come to see the lay of the land 
and the look of the people. ‘tI came,” con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘weathering the Kepublic- 
an Convention 2nthe right hand and a snow- 
storm at Richfield on the other,” Mr. Evarts, in 
areference to a balloon ascension which was ad- 
vertised to occur immediately after his speech, 
said he should not attempt any aerial flights, as 
he understood that there had been a fair divis- 
ion between himself and the "Queen of the 
Clouds,” and that people were only waiting for 
him to come down in order that they might see 
the balloon go up. Neither would he attempt 
to cover much yvround, for the trotting horses 
there, he said, would cover more ground in 
three minutesthan he could in three hours. 
hese deflections were greeted with much 
laughter. Mr. Evarts then proceeded with his 
address proper. He paid high tribute to the 
memory of Silas Wright, whose death he said had 
occured nearly 40 years ago, and then proceeded 
to draw a comparison between the days of Silas 
Wright and the time in which we are living, and 
was moved to inquire if the farmers throughout 
the country still maintained their value and their 
influence. He argued that they did more than 
this and that they would remain the same 
true, liberty-loving people as long as 
our institutions prevailed, and those in- 
stitutions the men and women of this 
land were ready to maintain whenever they 
were needed. The stream of population has 
tended Westward under.a Divine direction, until 
the territory to the Pacific has been settled with 
American people, and no foreign people shall 
divide with us the territory. All these results 
having been established, it remains for the 
American farmer to still retain his intluence and 
his power by educating his children and keeping 
them at home. 

The Senator was rewarded with three hearty 
cheers at the conclusion of his effort, and left on 
the afternoon train for New-York.

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A DEVOTED WIFE.

SHE COMMITS A CRIME IN ORDER TO BE 
WITH HER HUSBAND. 

RicHMOND, Va., Sept. 24.—Ada Green 
Hicks, the young wife who donned male attire 
and came here from New-York a few weeks ago 
in search of a truant husband, was arraigned in 
the Hustings Court to-day and pleaded guilty to 
housebreaking. Her punishment was fixed at 
five yearsin the State prison. The crime, it is 
believed, was committed by the young woman 
for the sole purpose of being sent to jail to be 
near her husband, who was serving aterm in 
that prison for some slight offense. Under 
these circumstances it is believed the officers of 
the court will petition Gov. Cameron to com- 
mute her punishment to one year’s confinement 
in jail, 

Mrs. Hicks is but 18 years old, quite intelligent, 
and bas evidently traveled much. Her history, 
as told by herself to-day, is quitefa romantic one. 
She says: "“*I was born ia the West Indies, and 
my occupation is that of a dressmaker. I left 
Cuba several years ago and went to Philadelphia. 
While in that city became acquainted with 
William Hicks and married him. He deserted 
me, and I returned to my home in Cuba, Some 
time elapsed before I could obtain any tidings 
of his whereabouts, but finally I learned that he 
was in this country and in trouble. Limmediately 
left Cuba and landed in New-York. Fromthere 
I went to Philadelphia and searched for my bus- 
band. At last I heard that he was in Richmond 
and in prison. I came on to Richmond, pass- 
ing through Washington, where I put on male 
attire. When I found that my husband was in 
jail 1 set to work to know how 1 could get to 
him. I concluded to commit a theft, that I 
might be sentto jail, where I could be with him.” 

The woman was in jail two weeks before the 
officers suspected her sex, and their attention 
then was called to the prisoner by another in- 
mate, 
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INDIANS WILL NOT SELL THEIR LANDS. 

LirtLte Rock, Ark., Sept. 24.—News re- 
ceived this afternoon from the Indian Territory 
is to the effect that the Seminole Creek and Cher- 
okee Indians are greathy excited over the recent 
appointment of a commission to visit the Ter- 


ritory and negotiate with the tribes named for 
the sale of about 10,000,000 acres of land. This 
land comprises part of Oxlahoma and the Cher- 
okee strip, and was ceded to the United States 
by the Indians in 1866. The chief provision of 
the treaties was that only Indians were to oc- 
cupy the land, The Commissioners had hoped 
to buy it with a view of opening it to white set- 
tlement. A majority of the Indians was against 
the sale. The leading men are striving to have 
all the tribes unanimously dissent, 
cate, the organ of the Cherokee Indians, says: 

*“Itis no secret that the Presidentis in favor of 
keeping the Indian ‘lerritory for Indians. He also 
so expressed himself to individual members of the 
United States Senate committee who recently yisited 
this country. With this knowledge of the President’s 
sentiments we have entertained the opinion that he 
would not appoint a commission or take another ac- 
tion under the law of Congress unless he should de- 
clde it to be mandatory. That it is mandatory now 
seems to be the conclusion arrived at by the President 
in regard to a sale of lands. Chief Bushy Head, of 
the Cherokees, and the chiefs of the Creeks and Sem- 
inoles had laid the subject before thelr people in con- 
yention at Kufala Creek, which was composed of the 
ablest men of the three nations and received their re- 
ply intan* emphatic "No, we witl not sell for white 
settlement; we dare not.’ This, then, it is safe to say, 
willbe the answer of these nations to the United 
States, and we are persuaded tha: it will not at all 
anger President Cleveland when he hears it.” 


The commission is expected to visit the In- 
dian country shortly. 





MARYLAND REPUBLICANS. 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 24.—At the Republican 
State Convention held here to-day Francis Mil- 
ler, of Montgomery, was nominated for Control- 


ler and William M. Marine, of Harford, for 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals. In the resolu- 
tions a tribute is paid to the memory of Gen, 
Grant, with the hope that his sufferings and 
death may entirely heal the past differences be- 
tween the different sections of the country, A 
protective tariff is advocated, and a protest 
is entered against the employment of convict 
labor, The appointments of Thomas, Higgins, 
and Mahon are denounced, and the people are 
asked to remove those who were instrumental 
in their appointment. Civil service reform is 
commended, and the desire expressed that it 
may be applied to State and municipal appoint- 
meats as Well as to those of the General Govern- 
ment.

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GEORGE WILKES. 

George*Wilkes, who-died late on“Wednes- 
day afternoon, at his house, No. 352 West Sixty- 
first-street, of Bright’s disease, was born in this 
city in 1817, and was educated in the common 
schools. Whilea youth he entered a law office 
with a view to following the legal profession. 
He soon, however, developed a capability for 
literary work, and with a view to quicker pecun- 
iary profit soon abandoned the law and earned 
his living with his pen. More trom force of cir- 
cumstances than anything else he drifte? into 
writing for more or less sensational periodicals. 


This got him into legal difficulties, and kept him 
in them so long as he adhered to that line of 
work. He hada sharp, caustic style, anv printed 
what he presumed to be the facts about any 
matterof current sensational interest, regard- 
less of consequences. } 

In 1849 Mr. Wilkes stopped writing for a time 
and went to California with Dayid C. Broderick, 
who afterward became Uuited States Senaior 
from that State. Mr. Wilkes was very useful to 
Mr. Broderick in his political career, and the 
Senator always remained his firm friend. In 
1851 or thereabout Mr. Wilkes returned to New- 
York and wrote sporting news for the Spirit g 
the Times, which was then published by W. T. 
Porter. In 1856 Porter withdrew An 3 Joined 
with Wilkes in founding ga rival paver calle 
Porter's Spirit of the Times. In 1858 Porter died, 
and Wilkes continued the publication alone, 
Owing to some difficulty with Porter’s family 
he was compelled to change the nameof the 
paper. From that time until 1868 it was known 
as Wilkes’s spirit of the Times, and as such ac- 
quired a wide reputation on sporting and the- 
atrical matters. Then, though Mr. Wilkes still 
retained a pecuniary interest in the publication 
his name disappeared from the title page, an 
the paper has singe been known as /'he Spirit of 
the Times, Meanwhile the old - pirit of the Times 
had been struggling along under various owners 
until it perished in 1861. 

Mr. Wilkes’s life was full of strange experi- 
ences and adventures, quite ag romantic as are 
met with in the fields of fiction. His pen fora 
time kept him in constant war with somebody, 
and one period of hig career is nothing buta 
series of strugelesin the caurts. His contest 
over the will of Senator Broderick attracted the 
attention of newspaper readers throughout the 
country. The Senator was killed in a duel with 
Judge Terry, in California, in 1859. He left an 
estate valued at $300,000, and as he was pre- 
sumed to have died intestate the State put Ina 
claim for the property. Just then Mr, Wilkes pro- 
duced a will dated a few months previous to the 
Senator's death, in which every dollar of the 
property excepting a ten-thousand-dollar leg- 
acy and sufficient to pay a few personal debts of 
the late Senator, was left to Wilkes. The will 
was duly probated, and the Senator's property 
was advertised far sale, when, in 1861, the At- 
torney-Genera]l of Culifornia asked the State 
courts foran injunction restraining the sale on 
the ground that the will was not a genuine in- 
strument signed by Broderick. A long trial fol- 
lowed and judgment was givenin favor of the 
Attorney-veneral. On appeal this was reversed 
and Mr, Wilkes was awarded possession of the 
property. he latter, however, had become 
weary of the long litigation and sold much of 
the property at a sacrifice, receiving about 
$100,000 from the estate. When the war broke 
out Wilkes wrote a series of newspaper and 
magazine articles on the burning question of 
the hour that attracted wide attention, and 
gained him the friendship of many prominent 
men. Secretary Stanton took a personal inter- 
est in him, and gave him a great de] of literary 
work todoin Washington. His articles were 
Vigorous, well written, and patriotic. They 
commanded a wide intiuence, and besides 
strengthening the attachment of the author 
to peopie who had heretofore been his friends, 
they had the effect of subduing the belligerence 
and increasing the cautiousness of his enemii:s. 
Mr, Wilxes never held any political office, Once 
he ran for Congress on the Republican ticket in 
this city, but was defeated by James Brooks. 
During Gen. Grant’s first term Wilkes desired 
the appointment of Minister to Mexico, but he 
failed to get it, and soon afterward went abroad 
to live, a very much disappointed man. He re- 
turned to this city in the Fall of 1884. 

In histime Mr. Wilkes was one of the. best 
known sporting authorities in America. He 
knew every promineit horseman, and was fa- 
miliar with the good and bad qualities of every 
tast horse ontheturf. He wus interested in 
gevsing John C. Heenan to go to Engiand to 

ace Tom Sayers, the British champion, in the 
famous battie inthe prize ring. Of Wilkes’s 
ability asa wr.ter there was no question. His 
friends found fault only with his judgment. He 
wrote a life andreview of Shakespeare that gave 
evidence of ample research and thorough fa- 
miliarity with the subject, but it was pub.ished 
at an inopportune time, and the author was 
very much disheartened at its apparent lack of 
public appreciation. Another production trom 
Mr. Wi!lkes’s pen was the introduction to Hiram 
Woodruff’s “Trotting Horses of America,” a 
standard work on matters pertaining to the 
turf. He also wrote several marazine articles. 

Mr. Wilkes was twice married, but he died a 
widower. His immediate family consists of a 
daughter by his second wifeand an adopted son. 
Tne funeral will take place at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning from the family residence, No. 
362 West Sixty-first-street, and the interment 
will be in Greenwood Cemetery.

He was reg- 
istered at the Palmer House under the name 
of Adams, but his real name is J. J. 
Stine. The man was arrested and admitted to 
bail, A. H. Palmer becoming his bondsman. 
Stine has disappeared, and a search of his trunk 
atthe Palmer House reveals some. interesting 
factsconcerning him. When arrested le said he 
wasa clergyman and that he could prove his 
innocence of theft. His papers show that 

is, or has been a Lutheran’ min- 
ister and a lecturer and apparently 
a thief. Five sachels in his room 
were filled with pocket knives, combs, brushes, 
toilet articies, and other fancy things, and there 
was also $587 in money. Pinkerton’s people be- 
heve Stine is wanted gat Rochester, N. Y., for 
raising a check on the Flour City National 
Bank of that town. He was arrested in 
New-York in October, 1884, tor stealing an 
overcoat from the Metropolitan Hotel. By 
means of strong letters of introduction 
which he presented to Assistant District Attor- 
ney Beecher he managed to escape. W. J. 
Palmer, of No. 47 William-street, New-York, 
formerly, President of the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad Company, seems to have known 
Stine, as a letter from him was found in Stine’s 
trunk referring toan enclosure of $100. There 
was also in the trunk a cipher letter, signed 
“Doc,” written upon Astor House paper, and 
dated Feb. 22, 1883.

The last match in New-York of the 
English cricketers having terminated in a re- 
markable victory over one of the strongest 
elevens that tbe metropolis can present, in which 
A. E. Newton made the largest score ever made 
in an international match in this country, a few 
comments on the cause of the defeat are in 
order. First of all, the Englishmen were the 
better team, but that is no reason why New- 
York should have made such small scores. Out 
of the 131 runs made from the but one man, 
Tyers, made 49, about one-half of the score of 
the other 10 men. They fielded well, but, as an 
old cricketer on the ground said, acknowledged 
good bowlers were not puton to bowl until tired 
from playing in the deep field, and nearly all the 
New-York batsmen seemed unable to play good 
bowling. 

In the records of the tour of the visitors 
to date it may be noticed that, with the ex- 
ception of Cobb, the men who were expected 
to make runs are away down onthe list. This 
is particularly noticeable in the Rev. R. T. 
Thornton and R. Hine-Haycock, who had 
been scoring heavily this season in England.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

DeEtrRoIT, Mich., Sept. 24.—The business 
of the dry goods firm of Smith & Gow, one of 
the largest houses in that branch of business in 
East Saginaw, was placed in the hands of a Re- 
ceiver yesterday. The firm had been doing bus- 
iness for several years past, and were supposed 
to be very prosperous. Lately they greatly en- 
larged their store and stock, but business did 
not keep pace with the enlargement, and the 
appointment of a Receiver was made necessary 
by the pressure of creditors, the principal one 
of whom is Adams, Meldrum & Anderson, of 
Buffalo, whose agent is now in possession of the 
store. The firm’s obligations, aside from this, 
are nominal, and creditors will receive 100 centg 


on the dollar, while Smith & Gow expect to save 
something for themselves. 

Boone, Iowa, Sept. 24.—W. C. Shepard 
made an assignment yesterday to R. J. Pratt, 
President of the Boone County Bank.

CINCINNATI’S REGISTRATION LAW. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 24.—The regis- 
tration of voters under the new law was begun 
to-day. The law applies to Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land. Its passage by the Legislature last Spring 
was due tostrong pressure by a large body of 
business and professional men who had come to 
fear serious results from frauds at the polls, 
which had reached shameful proportions and 
were growing more extensive with each recur- 
ring election. The voting precincts in this city 
were sub-divided in such a manner as to reduce 
the number of voters at each polling place to 
about 300, the idea being that strangers and 
illegal voters could be more easily recognized 
in small precincts, Five days are allowed for 
registration, The expense of an election is very 
much increased under the new arrangement, 
but citizens generally agree that protection 
of the ballot box must be secured at any price. 
The noteworthy feature of the registration to- 
day was the appearance of leading citizens at 
the offices of the Registers, and the zeal which 
they manifested in conforming to the law 
themselves and in urging others to follow their 
example. As to the effect of the law upon the 
two parties there 13 difference of opinion, the 
prevailing belief being that while the preven- 
tion of fraudulent voting will tell the most 
seriously upon the Democrats the Republicans 
are likely to lose through an indifference which 
will prevent many from taking the trouble to 
register,

THE MANAGERS AND THE TICKET 
SPECULATORS. 
THE PUBLIC TO BLAME FOR THE CONTINU- 
ANCE OF A GREAT NUISANCE—-DIXEY’S 
¢ PLANS—MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 


There has been a good deal of dissatis- 
faction expressed in various directions on ac- 
count of the failure of the Fifth-Avenue Thea- 
tre management to take any decided steps for 
doing away with the ticket speculators who line 
the sidewalk in tront of that establishment, and 
wot oniy make it unpleasant tor people trying 
to getinto the theatre, but annoy and impede 
the progress of pedestrians who seek to pass by 
the door. An indignant letter published in THE 
Times of Wednesday morning treated this mat- 
ter pretty thoroughly fromone point of view. 
It should be said, however, on the part of the 
management of the house, that very few peo- 
ple comprehend the difficulty under which 
a theatre is conducted, particularily where 
the entertainment isso successful that a horde 
of greedy speculators are attracted to its doors. 
Mr. Daly is the only manager who has ever ab- 
solutely succeeded in putting down the industry 
of ticket speculation so far as his theatre is con- 
cerned. I do not think that very many other 
managers after hearing what be went through 
with in order to drive away the traffic would be 
likely to follow in his footsteps. In the first 
place. Mr. Daly was obliged to combat not 
only the speculators but the2public as 
well. Not a day went by during his 
fight of last season witbout its half 
dozen complaints from Mr. Daly's patrons that 
they could not find any speculator at the door. 
They were unabic to purchase seats at the box 
office by reason of the great rush of people to 
see the piece, and; they constantly expressed 
their entire willingness to pay the extra fee de- 
manded by speculators in addition to conveying 
their condemnation of Mr. Daly’s course 
in depriving the public of what they 
considered a great accommodation. Mr. 
Daly very early realized that there were 
about as many people who earnestly de- 
sired the privilege of patronizing ticket specu- 
lators asthere were others who thought the 
system a nuisance, and if it had not been for his 
tenacity and his personal pride in carrying 
through any scheme upon which he had once 
lanched himseif, it is unquestionably true that 
Mr. Daly would have abandoned his warfare 
very early. But he isa man of such determina- 
tion that, having fairly set himself to accom- 
plish the downfal! of this institution 
so far as it affected his enterprise, 
he would not have allowed = anything 
but detcat to move him from this design. Even 
under existing circumstances, while Mr. Daly 
has accomplished unquestionably a complete 
victory, he is not at ali sure that what he has 
done will be profitabie to him, or that it has 
benefited his theatre, for while it has pleased a 
certain portion of the community, it bas not met 
with the approbation of another portion,which 
seems equally large and quite as clamor- 
ous. There are a very great many people 
in New-York wko never think of buy- 
ing seats in advance, and who, in point 
of fact, do not know that they are going to the 
theatre until the last moment before starting. 
Some of these are the heads of families, and 
many of them are the guests of the large hotels, 
but by far the greater number belong to the 
class known as men about town, who stroll from 
one theatre to another in order to kill off their 
evenings in an agreeable way. All of these peo- 
pile are ‘accustomed to buying their tickets from 
speculators. Very many of them go to 
the man in the lobby or on the side- 
wak, even when they know there are 
plenty of seats to be haiin the box office. They 
do not care in the least for the extra amount of 
money demanded, and their only desire is to get 
good seats and to be sure about it. Mr. Daly in 
his fight against speculators did not make the 
mistake of building all bis hopes of success 
vpon trying to prevent them from getting hold 
of tickets, though he took every possible precau- 
tion in this directicn. don’t think any- 
thing has been told of his methods of 
work. He kept two or three men posted 
about in front of his house at ail 
times, and it was their duty to watch 
the speculators. Assoon as one of these unau- 
thorized ticket seliers disposed of any of bis 
wares Mr. Daly’s watcher foilowed the pur- 
chaser into the theatre and gave the doorkeeper 
a prearranged signal upon which the holder of 
the ticket was stopped at the dvor. At the same 
time the gatekeeper made a note of the number 
of the seat on the ticket,so that whenever it 
should be presented iater he would be en- 
abled to know that it had been pur- 
chased from a specuiator, thus easily 
heading it off. The purchasers of these 
tickets invariably became vastly indignant 
when prevented from using them, and several 
times I have hear’ them say the most insulting 
things to Mr. Daly’s assistants. They generally 
managed, however, after seeing that they could 
not possibly use the tickets, to return them 
to the speculators, who would hardly dare 
retain money thus received. It is utterly 
impossible to keep speculators from getting 
hold of tickets, and the only way to pre- 
vent their trade from flourishing is to stop 
the public from using seats thus _pur- 
chased. Mr. Jacob Shattuck, the amiable Treas- 
urer of the Bijou Opera House, was telliug me 
one day a story which exhibits the astuteness of 
ticket speculators in getting hold of such seats 
as they desire. In the morning one of these per- 
subpages came into the jovby and asked for two 
particular seats for that night. Mr. Shattuck 
said he could not bave them, and the speculator 
repied: “lil tell you what I'li do. You just 
jeave those seats on sale and J’ll bet you a bot- 
tie of wine I bring the tickets to you vefore 
7 o'clock.” Mr. Shattuck very naturally be- 
lieved by reason of his long experience asa 
theatre Treasurer he could block any game for 
getting boid of tickets by aspeculator. Most of 
the metiiods of these ,entlemen are thoroughly 
known to experienced box-office attendants, 
and Mr. Shattuck accepted the wager. At just 
5 o’clock that afternoon the specuiator came in 
with thetwoseats in his hands. How he got them 
is still a mystery to Mr. Shattuck, but the story 
illustrates very weli the difficulty of keeping these 
people from buying tickets when they so de- 
sire. Itis to be said for Mr. Stetson that he un- 
Gertakes to injure the sale of the speculators 
about the Fifth-Avenue Theatre as much as he 
can by putting hisown man in the lobby with 
instructions to vociferously offer tickets to the 
public at an advance of only 25 cents on the reg- 
ular price, thus preventing the outside specu- 
lators from getting exorbitant sums for those 
they dispose of. Mr. Stetson also does his best 
to prevent these men from buying seats, but he 
finds that impossible. For the accommodation 
of gentlemen who occupy their days far down 
town, and who, if they could not purchase at 
the near-by agencies, such as Ruliman’s and 
McBride's, tickets to Mr. Stetson’s theatre, 
wouid go to some other place of amusement, he 
is obliged to send a number of seats every day. 
Alltne botels make an equally strong demand 
upon him, torthe reasun that these places are 
patronized not only by the guests of the 
houses in which they are situated, but 
by very many of the people living in their 
direct neighborhoods, and it is practically im- 
possible to shut them out. It is not gencrally 
understood that T'yson’s business in theatre 
tickets reaches to anenormous extent. He has a 
great number of regular patrons who buy their 
seats from him reguiarly and pay for them only 
once in a month or quarterly. As ho has worked 

up such a very large regular patronage in addi- 
tion fo the extensive saies which he is enabled 
to conduct with the transient guests of the 
hotels where his stands are situated, he is 
guite naturally an important factor in the the- 
atrical business of New-York. It would bea 
serious thing for Mr. Stetson or any other met- 
ropolitan manager to tall out with Tyson, and 
none of the gentlémer in the conduct of New- 
York places of amusement are likely to doso 
until they can be shown how theloss hey would 
sustain is going to bemadeupntothem. Itis 
true, however, thatthe mob of speculators in 
front of the FitthtAvenue area serious nui- 
sance, but they are distinctly allowed to be there 
under the law governi:g such matters, and 
they cannot be very reudily cleared off 
while that ordinanceexists. Managers point out 
that they were notinfavorof legalizing theatre 
ticket speculation, and that it is unjust to ex- 
pect them to step in and bear the brunt of pro- 
tecting the public from the consequences of an 
act in which the people and not the managers 
concurred. Itis altogether likely that the diffi- 
culties which have been stirred up hy the bois- 
terous gang in front of the vrifth-Avenue may 
lead to a reconsideration of the ticket specuiat- 
ing question, and in that case managers will un- 
doubtedly uuite in seeking to have licensed 
speculators put out of the way altogether.

I have reason to think’ that after all itis about 
settled for Mr. Dixey to remain in New-York at 
the Bijou-Opera House, and tor the second com- 
pany organized by Mr. Carte and John Stetson 
to go to the Holly-Street Theatre in Boston, 
where Mr. Dixey was shortly to have opened. 
Mr, Rice, in speaking of these matters, says that 
no conclusion has been arrived at, and that 
he does not believe the scheme will go through, 
but the night before last I met Mr, 
Carte and fiss Lenoir on Broadway, 
and they told me they now thought “Tho 
Mikado” would be played in Boston, either ut 
the Bijou Theatre or the new Holly-street house 
owned by Mr. Rich. They desired to make the 
change, they added, because there was not suffi- 
cient time open at the Globe Theatre to give 
them us long a run as they would jike to have in 
that city. As between tie Bijou and the Holly- 
Street Theatre there can be very iittie room for 
doubt as to which is the best. The 
Bijou has been pretty thoroughly run 
down during the past two or three sea- 
sons, and is no longer a papier pace of 
amusement, while the Holly-Street Theatre is 
newand elegant and will bold attention for 
some time at least upon this ground. Mr. Carte 
wants a very large royalty for the use of “The 
Mikado” in Boston, and it is upon this point that 
there has been a hitch in the negotiations. It 
may be, however, that he will now come to bet- 
ter terms, in which case Mr. Stetson and 
Mr. Rice wili pay him a percentage of the 
gross receipts for the use of the opera and 
the original orchestration, and they wil 
manage the comnany, hich ia to 





The 
only difficulty now is to place “ Evangeline” 
wheroit can be advantageously produced. It had 
been Loped that an arrangement could be made 
with Mr. Duff by which he would consent to 
senda his only partially successful *‘ Mikado” to 
Niblo’s, allowing Mr. Rice to put ‘* Evangeline” 
in its place. ut when questioned as to the 
possibility of such a scheme ovbeing carried 
through, Mr. Duff emphatically declared that he 
meant to ieep ‘* The Mikado” on his stage for at 
least six months, This jeaves no other open- 
ing for “Evangeline,” possibly excepting the 
Lyceum Theatro, the management of which 
house would doubtless look with considerable 
pleasure upon any proposition calculated to 
give them a successful production. The delay 
which has come into these negotiations made it 
necessary for Povie and Gilmore to fill up the 
next few weeks of their time at Niblo’s, aud if 
* Evangeline” were to be considered a likely pro- 
duction at this house it could not possibly begin 
its career for at teast two weeks later than the 
time when it was intended that Mr. Dixey 
shall leave the Bijou. If that gentleman is 
forced to zc away from New-York he will return 
be compliment bv insisting upon his right to 
take a four weeks’ vacation, and that, I hardly 
think, wiil be altogether agreeable to the man- 
agement of the new theatre in Boston. What 
with his work in ** Adonis” and the labor of 
hearsing the new company in “ Evangeline.” 
has grown hoarse and tired, and feels that. it 
would require a very large inducement to make 
bim keep on. He would, however. for the sake 
of the benefit to be derived from his continued 
career in New-York, sacrifice his holiday until 
out. time as the piece should have run itself

The country is being flooded with smali mu- 
sical organizations like the “We, Us & Co.,” 
“The Parlor Match,” and “The Rag Baby” 
combinations. It is reported by managers who 
have been traveling about during the past 
month that the popular craving for such enter- 
tainmentsis beyond anything of the kind ever 
betore seen. Mr. Mestayer’s organization in 
“ We, Us & Co.” played last week in Chicago to 
receipts which exceeded $10,000. and only a 
week before that “The Rag Baby” was 
performed to the largest audiences ever known 
in the Grand Opera House in that city, “ The 
Parlor Match” has not been represented during 
the entire season to a week’s business which fell 
below $5,000, and all the smaller companies per- 
forming picces of this kind note the same large 
receipts. There ure at present about 30 of these 
companies traveling about with musical farces, 
and still more of them are being organized as 
rapidiy as possible. Managers naturally see the 
advantage of a system which allows the drawing 
of immense receipts and does not re- 
quire the services of more than i 
or ten people in a company. 
probable, of course, that this kind of thing will 
soon be overdone. Theatrical managers more 
than the followers of any other business pur- 
suit imitate each other, and as soon as there 
isan apparent demand for any particular kind 
of entertainment the market is flooded with 
combinations to supply it. There will naturally 
come a time when the new thing will be over- 
done, but the combinations already established 
will doubtless continve to make a very great 
deal of money, while the new ones go to the 
wall. The profits of these small enterprises are 


very great. Mr. Mestayer, for instance, on his 
Chicago business must clear about $4,500.

JATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 


TIPS TO CUSTOMS INSPECTORS. 
SECRETARY MANNING WANTS THE LAW 


ENFORCED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury to-day sent a letter to District 
Attorney Dorsheimer at New-York in regard to 


the examination of passengers’ baggage, of 


which the following is the mair part: 

In March last and immediately on taking charge of 
the department IL directed the attention of the Col- 
lector at the Port of New-York to what [ bad reason 
to think was avery defective and avery scandalous 
condition of affairs respecting the examination of the 
baggage ef arriving passengers and the criminal pay- 
ment of money to Inspectors of Customs by such pus- 
sengers. 1 have reason to feel that the semornsse 
condition then and for a long time existing has 
not yet been thoroughly reformed, although 
there has been, I hope, somewhat of improve- 
ment. I wish the utmost energy and vigilance 
used to prevent the scandal of money payments by 
pamonee? to Customs Inspectors. I am told that 

nspectors demand such payments in awayto make 
the demana not much less than blackmail, and that the 
sums paid ranged as hizh, in some instances, as & hun- 
dred or more dollars, while the payment of $5 or $10 ts 
a common and general fact. Lam sure you will agree 
with me that such scandal and such violation of law 
should :e stopped. If it cannot be arrested in any 
other way the department will consider the necessity 
of sending the luggage of passengers to the Apprals- 
ers’ stores, to be examined like merchandise reguiarly 
imported and entered. These gifts of money cannot 
be without the guilty co-operation of those who are 
not customs officers, who are among our most law-re- 
specting citizens, and who really are the tempters. No 
merchant or corporation would permit its agents to be 
thus tampered with by outsiders. A casual passenger 
cannot be aoa mg to pay money to a customs officer 
who examines his luggage any more than cana regu- 
lar importer be permitted to “tip’’ an Appraiser. The 
transaction is suspicious on its face, and is quite inde- 
fensibv and intolerable in every point of view. 

I have alluded to this condition of affairs in New- 
York in order to ask your aid and co-operation as the 
chief Federal law officer at that port in putting an end 
to it. I believe thatthe existing Federal criminal law 
is adequate to bring about the arrest and imprisonment 
of the guilty, whether passengers or customs Officials, 
if the facts are as represented to me. If the exist- 
ing law shall be found by you to beinadequate, I 
shall be glad to receive your views thereon at ab early 
day. But meanwhile my desire and hope are that you 
will, so far as it may be within your sphere of official 
influence and control, take efficient steps to cause 
the arrest and punishment, criminally, of any and 
every passenger, without regard to social or political 
intiuence, who pays or offersto pay, or of any customs 
official who receives, any money or thing of value in 
connection with the customs examination under the 
statute of arriving luggage.

said powers and duties which belong to and form a 
part of the political powers and duties of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and this the sald defendant 
is ready to verify; wherefore he prays judgment 
whether this court can or will take further cognizance 
of the said petition and prceeesinas.

IRON ORE IN LOUISIANA. 


THE ‘DISCOVERIES MADE IN. THE HILL 


PARISHES BY PROF. JOHNSON. 
NEW-ORLEANS, La., Sept. 24.—Prof. John- 
son, of the United States Bureau of Geology, 
has for some time been making an examination 
of the hill parishes of Louisiana for coal and 
iron. He reports that he has found valuabie de- 
posits of iron ore, but no coal. The iron, which 
is of the brown hematite species, was found in 
the parishes of Webster and Claiborne, in the 
northwestern part of the State. In Webster 
Parish there are three principal regions where 
6re is rich and abundant—one in the north, on 
Allen Creek and Cypress; one in the middle, be- 
tween Black Bayou and Lick Oreek, and the 
third in the southeast, beginning in the vicinity 
of Mount Zion Church and extending into the 
southeast corner of the parish, where it joins 
and is pase of the same region in which the Kim- 
ball mines occur in the next parish east, which 
is Claiborne. In Claiborne Parish to the north- 
east up the Darbonne is one district. At and to 
the west of Homer is another, and in the south- 
wost corner toward the Kimball mines is a third. 
In the south toward Arcadia and eastward of it is 
a fourth. No digging or boring was done to 
ascertain the extent of the deposits, but only 
outcropping of the formations was observed. 
Many extensive deposits which were supposed 
to be iron ore proved to be ferriferous sandstone 
with iron enough to color it a red, rusty brown, 
but tho poor in the metal to make it worth 
working. There are, according to the report, 
no indications of coal and no lime, The Pro- 
fessor thinks that if limestone can be found con- 
venient, the mines can be tmade available with 
charcoal, but they can never compete with those 
of Alabama, where coal, iron, and lime of the 

richest quality are found in juxtaposition.

Company and the Associated Press 
‘cannot afford to ignore. The bill of 
ithe complainant, the contents of which 
|we have recently summarized, appears to 
\have been filed in the Federal court at 
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of great importance, because they affect a 
property said to be worth $100,000,000, 
and may overturn the great telephone 
monopoly. Some one may inquire what 
interest the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, whose wires run out of 
Memphis, has in this suit. Under a con- 
tract made some years ago, the Bell 
Company is bound not to allow 
the telephone service to compete 
with the Western Union’s_ telegraph 
service, and is also required to pay the 
Western Union Company 20 per cent. 
of the money received for the use of tel- 
ephones. Since 1881 the Bell Company 
has paid the Western Union $1,883,983, of 
which $1,164,563 represented this 20 per 
cent. royalty or bonus. If the Bell pat- 
ents should be annulled, the Western 
Union would lose these annual payments 
and could no longer prevent competition. 
Still, we cannot see why “the cat” should 
have devoured that dispatch, for the news 
could not be suppressed. 








The cretinous and cringing 7ribune licks 
the hand that smitesit. ‘ The ticket is 
upheld by a strong platform,” it says. The 
seventh plank of this strong platform em- 
bodies the convention’s views about the 
Tribune in these terms:

The London Socialists would be doing 
a public service if they held the police to 
a very strict account for the interruption 
of their meeting the other day. The 
police have in effect confessed that they 
were in the wrong by privately intimat- 
ing to the Socialists that they would not 
disturb another meeting if it were held 
in a different place. But this security 
for the future is not indemnity for the 
past. The police ought not to be 
encouraged in any free country to ex- 
ercise judicial functions concerning the 
nature of utterances that have been made, 
let alone those that they do not permit to 
be made. Some of the London Socialists 
are men of character and position, and it 
is not to be supposed that they will ac- 
quiesce in the outrage that has been com- 
mitted not only upon them, but upon the 
right of free speech. 





The action recently taken by the Par- 
liament of New-Zealand appears to have 
insured a continuance of the direct mail 
service from San Francisco to Auckland 
and Australia. Under the old contract 
the mails were carried by three steamers, 
one of which was owned. by the 
Pacific Mail Company. The others— 
the Australia and JZealandia—were 
owned by a Glasgow firm, which re- 
ceived two-thirds of the subsidy. The 
Pacific Mail having withdrawn from the 
service, New-Zealand has made a new 
contract under which the mails will be 
carried between San Francisco and Auck- 
land by the Australia and the Zealandia, 
as they have been heretofore, for $150,000 
a year, and the Union Steamship Com- 
pany will complete the route by running 
steamers from Auckland to Sydney, New 
South Wales. 











SEEKING THEIR OWN DESTRUC- 
TION. 

Possessed with the spirit of Beelzebub 
and led by Tammany Hall, the New-York 
Democracy has rushed violently down a 
steep place into the sea.

His pure and up- 
right character, his candor and fairnes§, 
his fidelity toa high standard of public 
duty, his ample experience and trained 
intelligemce are well known. There is ab- 
solutely no reasonable fault to be found 
with him, and the Democrats are as free 
toown that fact as the Republicans are 
eager to claim it. Unquestionably he is 
as good a candidate in every way as the 
party has presented in this generation, 
and he is recognized as being so. It is a 
remarkable nomination. 

And it was made in a remarkable man- 
ner. It would be a little too rose-colored 
a view of the temper and purpose of the 
convention to say that all its members 
united as one man in search of the best 
candidate and with entire accord fixed 
upon Mr. DAVENPORT. There was not an 
utter absence of factional feeling or clash- 
ing ambitions or bitterness remaining 
from old struggles, and undoubtedly some 
of the veterans of the party rode home as 
the warriors described by HERODOTUS 
did, with .strips of skin from the fore- 
heads of their foes, with hair at- 
tached, dangling from their bridle 
reins. But these little feuds were 
waged behind the scenes, and did not af- 
fect the net result, which was extremely 
good because everybody felt that only 
witha good result at the convention could 
success be won at the polls. In plain 
words the convention conned the lesson 
of adversity and paid a loyal and wise at- 
tention to its teachings. Through what- 
ever mist of jealousy and intrigue and 
selfishness may have been unavoidable 
with them the leaders of the party saw, 
standing apart, good tempered but firm 
and watchful and extremely numerous, 
the independent voters, the men who de- 
cided the Presidential election last year 
and were quite ready to decide the elec- 
tion in this State this year. 

There was a time, scarcely twelve 
months since, when the party leaders did 
not understand these voters. They re- 
garded them as disappointed office seek- 
ers or incapable visionaries, not formida- 
ble in numbers and still less so in deter- 
mination and practical capacity in organ- 
izing public opinion. The leaders laughed 
at them, despised them, read them out of 
the party, reviled them, and affected to 
pity them. But this has all been changed. 
It has been discovered that the independ- 
ents are indifferent to scorn and ridicule, 
immovable by bribes or threats, quite 
capable of taking care of themselves, 
and not in the least disturbed by the re- 
sults of their action. The leaders have 
concluded, with very creditable foresight 
and with an abandonment of their recent 
bitterness that merits praise, to offer 
to the independents the only thing they 
care about or would consider—a good 
ticket. Undoubtedly this was a hard task 
for some of them to undertake. Un- 
doubtedly some of them did it grudging- 
ly and with a mingling of amazement and 
resentment at the unprecedented situation. 
But equally beyond doubt, the action 
of the convention was wise and for the 
greatest good of the State and of the 
party. It was worthy, too, of New-York. 
Our people have a right to be gratified 
that in this State—where the contest last 
year was sharpest and most desperate, 
where the feelings of perfectly honest 
men were wrought up to a pitch of un- 
reason hardly anywhere else reached, 
where the Republican defeat brought 
with it the widest consequences to the par- 
ty and its managers—the Republican Con- 
vention has acted so entirely sensibly and 
worthily. The example of Pennsylvania 
and that of Ohio were before the party 
and invited to the opposite course. But 
the Republicans of New-York, thank 
Heaven, can both forget and learn; they 
have not fixed their gaze hopelessly on 
the issues of twenty years since. They 
perceive that the fight they must make is 
in the present, and they are ready to avail 
themselves of all that progress offers in 
the art of honorable warfare. Whatever 
the result, we think when the present con- 
flict is over they will feel much more com- 
fortable than either Mr. Hoar’s or Mr. 
SHERMAN’S followers in their rusty armor. 








THE PLAGUE IN MUNTREAL, 


The death list in Montreal grows longer 
from day today. The number of victims 
on Sunday was 41; on Tuesday it was 48, 
and on Wednesday 51. There are in the 
city 100,000 persons who have never been 
vaccinated. So long as the French Ca- 
nadians, who form so great a part of the 
population, refuse to take any precautions 
for their own protection, the intelligent 
residents who are striving to save lives 
can make no progress in fighting the pest. 
Smallpox thrives in cold weather, and the 
prospect is gloomy indeed. 

Nineteen-twentieths of the victims have 
been French Canadians and Roman Cath- 
olics. Of 184 deaths recently reported 
178 occurred among these *people. The 
French Canadian Catholics will not allow 
themselves to be vaccinated. The priests, 
who surely are intelligent enough to know 
that vaccination and disinfection and 
other sanitary precautions are of value, 
seem to encourage their parishioners 
in their blind folly. On Monday 
last there was a grand procession 
in a suburban village. Hundreds of 
citizens, led by their parish priest, pa- 
raded the streets, calling upon St. Rocu 


church telis its readers that this proces- 
sion has already ‘‘ had a wonderful effect 
in every Catholic circle,” and leads them 
to believe that the progress of the pest has 
already been checked, ‘as the result of 
the Divine protection obtained through 
the intervention” of this saint. It 
is suggested that the dead bodies of 
two prelates recently buried ought to 
be borne through Montreal at the head of 
another great procession for the purpose 
of inducing the saints to intercede in be- 
half of the faithfulin that city. Evident- 
ly the blind fanaticism and ignorance that 
have sacrificed thousands of lives in Spain 
and Italy since the appearance of the 
cholera in those countries are to be dis- 
played in Montreal, and with deplorable 
results. 

It is well known that the Roman Cath- 
olic priests exert a wonderful influence 
over these poor French Canadians, whose 
folly has made Montreal a plague-spot for 
many years. But they are exerting this 
influence in the wrong way. In one or 
two instances they have given good ad- 
vice to their parishioners, and this proves 
that they, know what ought to be done 
for the suppression of the epidemic. 
These poor creatures will listen to 
them and obey them. Unfortunately 
they appear to have been taught 
that sanitary precautions are worthless, 
that the plague is a judgment from Gop, 
and that aid can be procured only from 
the saints and by means of public cere- 
monies that in fact increase the number 
of funerals. If the clergymen sbould 
preach the gospel of sanitation hundreds 
of lives might be saved, but when igno- 
rant people are assured by their trusted 
teachers and guides that they are suffer- 
ing undera judgment of Gop they will 
never strive to find relief by obeying the 
laws of health. And yet those laws have 
been clearly revealed to man, and the 
penalties for disobeying them have been 
plainly pointed out. 

The teachers who have the power tosave 
these people owe a duty to thousands of 
persons beyond the limits of their parishes. 
The plague that is raging in Montreal 
will be carried to other cities. Already it 
has been brought into several States on 
this side of the boundary. What ex- 
cuse have they for thwarting the efforts 
of the intelligent citizens of Montreal and 
thereby directly causing the deaths of their 
own parishioners and indirectly slaying 
men and women in other towns? If the 
coming Winter should find the terrible 
and loathsome disease raging in our cities, 
how will they defend themselves ‘against 
the indignation which their course will 
have excited ? 








YACHTING IN GALES. 


We pointed out yesterday that such a 
race as that of the Genesta and the Daunt- 
less proved nothing with regard to the 
speed of the boats engaged. It does 
prove that yacht racing at the equinoctial 
season is an exercise which a man must 
be very queerly constituted to regard as a 
pleasure. The Dauntless was probably a 
much drier boat than the Genesta in the 
ocean race, and altogether one that the 
life insurance people would have pre- 
ferred to have their “risks” take passage 
in. But if the model of the schooner is 
better adapted for the comfort of the peo- 
ple‘on board than that of the racing cutter, 
she is not sostrongly fitted and rigged. 
The Genesta came near killing several of 
her crew, while the crew of the Dauntless 
escaped injury. On the other hand, the 
Genesta, although she kept up a threaten- 
ing topsail long after she should in pru- 
dence have taken it in, and generally 
showed more canvas to the gale than was 
good for either safety or speed, does not 
appear to have carried away anything. 
The blowing of one of her sails to ribbons 
cannot be imputed to any defect in the 
boat or in the sail. The Dauntless carried 
away a spar and was disabled by the loss 
of a sail that was too weak for the strain 
imposed on it. 

The moral of this story, in respect to rig 
and fittings, is the same as that of Mr. 
ASHBURY’S Visit with the Livonia, when the 
English schooner was always ready for rac- 
ing at the appointed time after having 
gone through races that made it necessary 
to lay all the American yachts up for re- 
pairs. Of course the fittings of a pilot 
boat or of a British yacht are not so light 
and neat in appearance as those of an 
American yacht in Summer trim. Never- 
theless, they are very rational things for 
people who desire to go yachting in gales, 
In this respect at least visiting English- 
men have taught our yachtsmen an im- 
portant lesson, 








GOLDSMITH MAID. 


The death of Goldsmith Maid at the ad- 
vanced age of 28 removes the most illus- 
trious of the trotters between the time of 
Flora Temple and the time of Maud Ss. It 
is odd and can scarcely be accidental that 
the greatest trotters should be mares, 
while the greatest thoroughbreds are stall- 
ions, asis shown by the allowances of 
sex given on the running turf to mares as 
the weaker vessels. No doubt Lady Suf- 
folk, Flora Temple, Goldsmith Maid, and 
Maud S. are the greatest names in the his- 
tory of the trotting turf. That is to say, 
the wearers of them have held the record 
longer and reduced it more than any ani- 
mals of the sterner sex. 

The gelding Dexter comes nearest to 
them, having held the record for two years, 
and reduced it two seconds and a half. 
Goldsmith Maid held it for three years and 
reduced it by three seconds and a quar- 
ter, and her best time remained unequaled 
for four years. Maud S. has held it for 

five years, with the exception of one day, 
and has brought it down two seconds 
and a half from St. Julien’s 2:114%. Of 
course, as the time becomes better each 
second of decrease counts for more, and 
so the latest wonder seems to be worthy 
of being called the greatest. Goldsmith 
Maid, however, was as remarkable for 
stoutness as for speed, her best time hav- 
ing been made when she was 17 years old. 
The repute of this admirable beast was 
considerably clouded by the “ hippo- 
droming” of which she was the victim, 
and her progeny have not as yet done her 
much honor. But we may paraphrase 
the language used of GoLDSMITH by JOHN-

SILAS M. WAITE’S CONDITION. 
From the Rutland (Vt.) Herald, Sept. 23. 

A rumor was circulated some time age 
that 8S. M. Waite, the Brattleborough financier, 
who is serving a sentence at the State Work- 
house, had been beaten by Warden Richmond 
and was likely to die in consequence. The story 
reached certain Massachusetts papersand is now 


going the rounds of the press. Two weeks agoa 
careful investigation was made of the affair and 
it was found to be untrue. Mr. Waite did have 
a little difficulty with the Warden and was put 
in a cell in consequence, but suffered no person- 
al violence. He has been allowed many liberties, 
s0 much go that the Governor once ordered that 
he be more closely guarded. Among other privi- 
leges he is allowed a special room off trom the 
hospital apart from the other prisoners. Super- 
intendent Eayres has allowed him to go from 
this to the aining room by a private entrance, 
so as not to be obliged to pass through the cor- 
ridors of the prison. During the absence of the 
Superintendent a short time ago the Warden 
omitted to open this special door, and Mr. Waite 
was brought down to his breakfast with the 
other prisoners. He resented this, and in the 
presence of the prisoners became very 
violent and abusive. Wishing to  pre- 
serve order and discipline, the Warden told 
him as he _ stood at the foot of the 
corridor stairs, to go back to hisroom. This he 
refused to do, and commenced to use violent 
language. The Warden put his arm around him 
and at first attempted to take him up, but he 
struggled so that he thought it would be easier 
to put him ina cell a few feet away, and did 
this, although Waite clung to the iron balus- 
trade and it required a struggle to free him 
from it. After he had cooled off in the cell he 
went upstairs. Waite is a man of violent 
temper, which his misfortunes and experi- 
ences have not helped. ‘The punishment 
wrought him up to a fever heat, and 
when subdued he claimed that ie had 
been hurt and would surely die. Dr. Mead, 
the jail physician, was summoned, and after a 
thorough and careful examination could find na 
marks of violence or bruises of any kin« on his 
person. He has watched him since and can find 
no evidence to believe that he was hurt furthes 
than a slight muscular strain, but that bis com- 
plaints were wholly due to hisanger. Waite has 
now left his bed and is apparently as well as 
ever, and a most careful investigation fails to 
show that he was mistised in any way. The 
rumors were circulated by Mr. Waite, who hoved 
to gain sympathy by them. 





QUEEN VICTORIA’S PROBABLE WELL. 
From the London Truth. 

The recent changes in the royal family 
must at least have proved highly profitable to 
the lawyers concerned. Last year the Queen 
mads a fresh settiement of her private property 
after the Duke of Albany’s death, and now [ 
hear that entirely new testamentary arrange- 
ments have been made by her Majesty. The 
amount of the Queen’s private property is un- 
known, but I am told that, including the Prince 
Consort’s fortune and Mr. Nield’s, it exceedd 
£4,000,000, and besides these there are the estates 
in Aberdeenshire, which extend to 33,000 acres; 
the Claremont property, which her Majesty pur- 
chased from the country three years ago at a 
very inadequate price, and the Osborne estate, 
which has enormously increased in value, to say 
nothing of property at Baden-Baden and at Co- 
Coburg. It is probable that the bulk of the Isle of 
Wight property will be left by the Queen to the 
Duke of Connaught, and Balmoral and most of the 
Scotch pesnerty to Princess Beatrice, who also 
will probably get Claremont, They will be her 
Maejsty's principal heirs, and a very handsome 

rovision has been made for the children of the 
Puchess of Albany and for the families of 
Princess Christian and the Grand Duke of Hesse, 





EVADING THE FISHERY LAWS. 

Orraw4, Sept. 24.—Official returns show 
that there has been a large falling off in the ex- 
port of fish from Canada to the United States 
since July 1, last when anew agreement was 
entered into between Canada and the United 
States. After the abrogation of the old treaty 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries states that 
so far as he has heard no complaint has been re- 
ceived from Canadian fishermen, as notwith- 
standing the heavy duty levied on all fish causht 
in Canadian waters when landed in the United 
States from Canadian vessels, they evade the 
duty by placing them on board American ves- 
sels and running them as having been taken by 
those vessels. The product of the fisheries has 
béen a fair average this year, yet the quantity 
landed in Canada shows a large falling off, point- 
ing to the fact that the practice alluded to has 
been resorted to in order to get ahead of the 
United States customs officers.

A BOLD NOONDAY MURDER IN 
MASSACHUSETTS. 
(THE MURDERER GETS OFF ON A TECHNI- 
CALITY, NO ONE BEING ABLE TO IDEN- 
TIFY HIS VICTIM. 


STocKBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 24.—Five days 
ago this usually quiet village was startled by 
the discovery that a great crime had been com- 
mitted within its limits, and that the perpe- 
trator, Henry Guy Carleton, of New-York, was 
still at large. The nature of the crime may be 
best understood from the language of the war- 
rant for Carleton’s arrest issued by Judge Nor- 
man W. Shores, of the Southern District Court 
of Berkshire. The complaint sets forth practi- 
vally as follows: 

“That on or about the 18th day of September, 
1885, Henry Guy Carleton, of Stockbridge, did 
feloniously, deliberately, unlawfully, and with 
malice aforethought go, proceed, and otherwise 
repair to a jake situated at or near the said town 
of Stockbridge, Mass, and did there and 
then affix, or cause to be affixed, one 
grasshopper, toaa, bullfrog, cricket, worm, 
perch, shiner, sucker, redfin, helgramite, or oth- 
er bait, to a fishhook attached to a iine, rod, reel, 
or other mechanism, and did thereand then cast, 
troll, skitter, or stillfish in the waters of said 
lake at or near said town of Stockbridge, Mass., 
and with the same did maliciously and fe- 
loniously entice, snare, catch, capture. and lay 
violent hands on one trout, causing the death 
of the same, against the peace and dignity of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the stat- 
utes provided.” 

The news traveled with the wings of the wind, 
and before nightfall the crime was the universal 
topic at Stockbridge, Lenox, Glendale, Housa- 
tonic, and Great Barrington. The body of the 
victim lay upon an iron slab in the office of the 
Stockbridge House, and a ceaseless stream of 
morbid sightseers poured into gaze upon it. 
There were scarcely any marks of violence visi- 
ble. The eyes vere open, but peaceful; the lips 
parted ina slivii smile, and the fins folded. In 
the roof of the mouth was a slight puncture, 
where the instrument of death had entered. A 
post-mortem was made by the cook, and the in- 

‘ternal organs were found to be in a normal con- 
dition. Friends of the deceased then claimed 
the remains,and they were placed on ice to 
await cremation on the following morning. 
During all this time the assassin remained coolly 
by, answering questions with apparent uncon- 
cern, and was unmoved even when the body was 


placed upon the scales andthe announcement 
Was made that it weighed two poundsanda 
quarter. 

To understand fully the heinousness of Carle- 
ton’s offense it is necessary to know that al- 
though the lakes in this vicinity have been in- 
dustriously stocked with salmon trout for seven 
years by the Fish Commissioners, and although 
the most expert anglers in the country have 
worn their muscles out casting every day in the 
season for five years, not ore had been taken, 
and the evidence was pretty strong that when 
the Commissioners made their yearly insertion 
of trout fry the native black bass and pickerel 
would get togetherand have one good breakfast 
that settled the auestion. The game law went 
into effect Sept. 1, and hence Carieton’s catch of 
the solitary trout in the lake that had been 
lucky enough to dodge the pickerel until he 
could grow up was a crime and a miracie at the 
same time.: There was some difficulty in secur- 
ing aman mean enough to lodge a complaint. 
Seven men who had taken prizes for meanness 
at the State Fair were appealed to, but refused 
onthe ground that Carleton was troiling for 
pickerel and bass, and had no more reasonable. 
chance for catching a trout in that lake 
than for catching a whale; the true crim- 
inal was the fish itself, which had no right 
to sneak out of reach during the season and 
then lay bold when the game law wason. After 
carefully combing over the county, however, 
justice found an alleged lawyer and pumpkin- 
seed politician who was willing for a considera- 
tion to bring the affair formally to the notice of 
the law. The motive may be better understood 
when itis known that the offense is punish- 
able by a small fine, half of which goes to the in- 
tormer, who is also further enriched by a few 
dollars offered by a local sporting club in case of 
conviction. It being certain that the Fish Com- 
missioners of Stockbridge would have nothing 
to do with the prosecution, as the catch was ob- 
viously accidental, the attorney took a rest from 
the wild Democratic reaches for a State Senator- 
ship which have occupied him during the Sum- 
mer, and drove to Great Barrington, where the 
Fish Commissioners were as yet in ignorance of 
the merits of the case and coula be induced to 
issue a Warrant. With the natural recklessness 
of a brave man he prevailed upon Under Sheriff 
Humphrey to sign his name as complainant, 
hoping, it he himself kept in the dark, that per- 
haps Carleton might retain him as counse! in the 
case and thus add to the profits. This frugal 
— was successful and the warrant was 
ssued. 

A neat bit of detective work was now done by 
Under Sheriff Humphrey. Alone, although 
well armed, he followed Carleton’s trail through 
the wild Berkshires, and, aided only by a slight 
clue appearing on the hotel register, tracked 
him to his lair in the Stockbriage House and 
found him asleep. Calling to his aid a strong 
posse of chambermaids, he surrounded the room, 
and before the criminal could reach his weap- 
ons, effected his arrest. The news that the des- 
perado had been at jast captured, and without 
bloodshed, created the wildest excitement in 
Stockbridge, and it was a proud moment for 
Humphrey when he appeared on the piazza of 
the hotel with his prisoner. It being impossible 
to confine Carleton securely in the Stockbridge 
Jail, owing to the fact that the last prisoner in 
that noble institution had smashed up the stove, 
broken the windows, and kicked the door off its 
hinges, it was hurriedly decided to take him un- 
der strong guard to Great Barrington and pre- 
sent him for trialthat afternoon. At 3 o'clock 
on Tuesday, therefore, Carleton was brought 
before the bar of the Southern District 
Court of Berkshire, Judge Norman W. Shores 
presiding. Some little time was consumed by 
the trial of an important dog-stealing case 
which has been agitating the higher circles of 
colored society in Great Barrington for a week 
past, but as this was continued over until next 
week owing to the absence of nine witnesses for 
the State Carleton was soon at the bar. Not- 
withstanding the gravity of the case the Judge 
read the indictment withoutatremor. Carleton 
pleaded notguluty. A murmur of astonishment 
ran through the court room, followed by a hush 
as the Judge rapped for order. Basely declining 
to send for the alleged lawyer who had informed 
against him, Carleton appeared as his own coun- 
sel. The line of defense was difficult. Emotional 
insanity seemed the most natural plea, for when 
any citizen of Stockbridge or Lenox announces 
that he expects to catch a trout in the lake he is 
committed to an asylum without delay. Carle- 
ton, however, decided upon a surer plan. Know- 
ing that the last trout seen in Berkshire County 
Was captured seven years before the Revolu- 
tionary war. he shrewdly determined to chal- 
lenge tbe indictment and throw the burden of 
proof upon the State that the fish in question 
was a trout. So the trial proceeded. 

The first witness forthe State was Mr. J. B. 
Hull, who testified that he was Fish Commis- 
sioner of Stockbridge, and was personally ac- 
Sn with the prisoner. Knew him to be 

esperately addicted to black bass, and had heard 
that be had on several occasions criminally in- 
dulved in a pickerel. On the night of the 18th 
of September the prisoner had driven to his 
(Hull’s) house with an accomplice named Rob- 
ert C. Stetson, and had then and there exhibited 
to him a fish which he asserted he had killed that 
afternoon onthe lake. Witness examined the 
fish and showed it to several others. It was 
sbaped like a trout, and had brown and red spots 
upon it, but bore also adark stripe along the 
side whicn he had never before seen upona 
brook trout. Thought it was a land-locked 
salmon, with the try of which the iake had been 
stocked for several years. 

Cross-examined—Was familiar with the ap- 
pearance of brook trout, and also with the fry 

iven him by the State Commissioners as land- 
fockea salmon. Couldn’t swear positively it was 
g brook trout, saimon trout, or land-locked 
salmon he saw in possession of the prisoner, but 
was strongly inclined to think it was either one 
= — three, or if not, was some other species of 

sh. 

Arthur W. Plumb, of Stockbridge, was the 
next witness for the State. He was personally 
acquainted with the prisoner, and knew him to 
be a hardened and reckless fisherman. On the 
night of the 18th of September had seen the pris- 
ener enter the Stockbridge House with C. 
Btetson and two fish. One of these was a black 
bass. Theother looked somewhat like a trout. 
Weighed both fish. The bass weighed two 
pounds three ounces and the other fish two 
pounds anda quarter. Did not weigh Stetson. 

Cross-examined—Had considerable experience 
with brook trout when a boy. Used to skitter 
for them with worms in Muddy Brook. Caught 
in one day 19 trout, a spanking, and a cold. Has 
not made a practical study of ichthyology, but 
is confident he can tell atrout from a fish ball. 
Could not swear the fish in question was a brook 
trout owing tothe dark stripe down its side. 
Could positively swear it was nota dried her- 
ring. Might have been a land-locked salmon or 
might not. It was certainly a fish. 

e@ prosecution here rested. T'wo other wit- 
nesses for the State had been subpcwnaed— 
George Seymour, Tuwn Treasurer, and Fred S. 
Aymar, Chairman of Selectmen of Stockbridge 
—and both experts in black bass fishing, but as 
neither was willing to swear he could tell a land- 
locked salmon froma sucker with the measles, 
they were not called. 

kor the derense J. B. Hull was recalled. He 
testified that hs had been requested by the State 
Commissioner to catch a land-locked saimon, in 
season or out, to see if tne fry had thrived. For 
three years be had tried to secure a specimen 
from the take, but had failed.

AMUSEMENTS. 


FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

The representation of ‘‘ The Mikado” at 
the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last night was con- 
ducted by Sir Arthur Sullivan, and the occa- 
sion was further distinguished by an increased 
orchestra and an augmented tariff of prices. Its 
promise brought together an audience of un- 
usual size and  Obrilliancy, and the ex- 
pectation that the performance would 
be characterized by some _ incidents of 
special interest was to some extent fulfilled. Mr. 
Sullivan’s appearance in the leader’s chair was of 
course the notable event of the evening. Many 
of the spectators had never looked upon the dis- 
tinguished musician before, and those who had 
seen him some years since, were no doubt glad to 
renew their early acquaintance with a composer 
who has contributed largely to the collection 
of bright and inoffensive entertainments enjoyed 
by the public during the past decade. Sir Ar- 
thur has grown a trifle stouter since his last 
visit to the United States, and his somewhat 
woolly hair has grown a little thinner, but his 
general appearance has undergone ro great 
change, and his air betokens prosperity and cen- 
tentment, with an occasional tendency to petu- 
lance. His magnetism and authority as a con- 
ductor were not shown on the occasion under 
notice, but it will be conceded that they hada 
slender chance of asserting themselves when the 
well drilled condition of the band and singers is 
taken into account. The leader had noth- 
ing to do during the ?frepresentation but 
keep up with the people’ before and 
below him, and he judiciously refrained 
from trying to do more. The welcome of which 
he was the object on his first appearance was 
hearty and prolonged, another demonstration 


was made at the end of the first act, and, after 
the curtain had fallen upon the final 
scene, he had to come forth upon_ the 
stage and make a speech, The effect of Sir 
Artbur’s remarks would have been happier had 
he confined himself to returning thanks for the 
public’s reception of the work just performed, 
and to expressing his gratification that the 
‘authorized version” of “The Mikado” had 
met with the success it merited. The first 
part of the address—which was evidently a 
studied effort, for once, when the speaker’s mem- 
ory failed him he glanced at a card upon 
which the heads of his discourse must have 
been written—was in the right vein, and 
was as graceful in form as it was be- 
coming in spirit. Its second half was less 
telicitous, and its tone, which recalled the 
ery of the proverbial fowl on its proverbial 
platform, and its setting, in which the hope was 
uttered that art works should have the same 
protection as newly invented “beer taps,” to- 
gether with an assumed indignation at the 
proceedings of other persons, the indigna- 
tion finding relief in hasty substitutions 
of civil words for intended vigorous terms, 
wrought arather unpleasant impression. Mr. 
W.S. Gilbert no doubt harbors the same opin- 
ions as his colaborer, but his literary Judgment 
would have counseled him to defer their puclica- 
tion until a more. suitable opportunity, 
and, above all, to avoid the inelegant 
comparisons: resorted to by Sir Arthur. er- 
haps, however, if Mr. Gilbert were let loose in 
the orchestra he would play greater havoc than 
Sir Arthur Sullivan on the rostrum. The repre- 
sentationof “The Mikado” was a thoroughly 
delightful one. The excellences of the libret- 
to are discernible in an instant. but the 
brightness and fluency of the music strike one 
more and more forcibly at each$sucressive hear- 
ing. 1t is difticult to realize that the first night’s 
‘rendering at the Fifth-Avenue could be im- 
proved upon, either in respect of brilliancy 
or spirit, and yet, in some particulars, 
the operetta goes even better now than it did 
when originally made known. A notable im- 
provement in the spirit of Mr. Federici’s 
**Mikado,” which was always admirable 
from a vocal standpoint, claims  men- 
tion, and Miss Elsie Cameron’s Katisha 
merits special commendation on like grounds. 
Still, Miss Kate Forster's Pitti-sing easily carries 
off the honors of the entertainment in s0 
far as the fair sex is concerned in it. We 
are not sure that the few local man- 
nerisms and allusions introduced into 
“The Mikado” are helpful. Mr. Billington’s 
Pooh-Bah may cause occasional merriment by 
trifling innovations, but his earliest work is still 
to be regarded as his best. The supplementary 
verse added to the Mikado’s song and referring to 
the recent yacht race is not, however, to 
be too severely censured. Its sense and 
ring are quite well suited to the remainder of 
the piece, and 1t was received last night with 
loud hilarity and applause. Almost all the 
numbers of the score were redemanded, and it 
was 11:30 o'clock before the audience dispersed.

up from a pianoforte arrangement must neces- 
sarily be mutilated and bea misrepresentation of 
the meaning of the composer. I say we should 
have been grieved, indeed, if the American 
public, who have always given such a kind and 
hearty welcome to us andto our works, should 
have been misled into believing that a— (I 
mustn’t use bard words—an jeffort to forestall 
our performance was to be accepted as a repre- 
sentation of our original work. But, thanks to

has been avoided, and to-night you see 
our work exactly as we intended it should be 
performed. It may be that some day the legis- 
lators of this magnificent country, which I have 
lately traversed from East to West, may see fit 
to afford the same protection to a man who em- 
ployes his brains in literature and art that they 
do to one who inventsa new beer tap or who 
accidentally gives an extra turn toa screw, 
doing away with the necessity of boring a hole 
first. In that day those unfortunste managers 
and publishers who, having no brains of their 
own, are content to live by-—-well, annex- 
ing the brain property of others, will be 
in an embarrassing and pitiabie condition, and 
I for one will promise them my warmest sym- 
pa But even when that day comes, as I 

ope and believe it will come, we, the 
authors and shall still, as we 
do now, trust mainly to the  unerr- 
ing instinct of the great public for 
what is good, right, and honest, and we shall still 
be aotely grateful, as I am to-night to you, 
ladies and gentlemen, for your cordial appre- 
ciation, your quick sympathy, and your gen- 
erous recognition of our efforts to interest and 
entertain you.

EMBALMING AT GENEVA, 


Letter to the London Times. 

The art of embalming is probably more 
closely studied, and certainly more scientifically 
practiced, at Geneva than in any other Euro- 
pean city. There are§many foreign residents 
and travelers in the place, and it often happens 
that when one of these dies his body is sent 
home for burial. This is especially the case with 
Americans, who strongly object to burying 
their dead in cemeteries where, after 15 or 20 
years, according to Continental usage, every 
memento of them may be obliterated and other 
bodies laid inthe same grave. But, as tor opvi- 
ous reasons the transport of a corpse across the 
ocean in its normal condition is both inconven- 
jient and objectionable, some sort of preserv- 
ative process in these cases is almost indispens- 
able. Several Genevan physicians make em- 
balming a part of their business, with great ad- 
vantage to themselves, the tee being necessarily 
a heavy one. But the most successful embaimer 
in Geneya, probably in Europe, is Prof. Las- 
kowski, of the university, and his process, of 
which he makes no secret, is being generally 
adopted. He has been equally successful in the 
preservation of anatomical specimens, to which, 
besides making them absolutely inodorous, he 
imparts all the appearance and suppleness 
ot fresh pieces. An English physician, with 
whom our correspondent once visited the 
museum of the Medical Faculty, assured him 
that the specimens were far superior to any- 
thing of the sortin any other European collec- 
tion which he had seen. A short time ago Prof. 
Laskowski, at a meeting of the Geneva Medical 
Society, read a paper on the art of embalming, 
in which he gave a full explanation of his meth- 
od. Yet he was careful to point out that the 
mere process was no more than half the battle, 
and that only a special talent, improved by long 
and persevering effort, could insure complete 
success. The method of embalming practiced 
by the ancient Egyptians was rudimentary in 
the extreme, It consisted merely in disembowel- 
ing the body, replacing the viscera with aromatic 
herbs and melted pitch, and, after drying it by 
means of a salt which extracted the humidity, 
enveloping the corpse in a massof bandages. 
In modern times the more rational method has 
been adopted of injecting into the body to be 
preserved antiseptic fluids through the veinsand 
arteries. This process has been largely practiced 
by Signor Franchina, of Naples, and M. Ganal 
and Dr. Dupré, of Paris, but, owing to the de- 
fects of the solutions employed and mistakes in 
manipulation, with only partial success. The 
liquid used by Prof. Laskowski consists of a 
mixture of carbolic acid, chloride of zinc, 
and corrosive sublimate, with the addi- 
tion of an odoriferous essence. This so- 
lution is as clear as crystal and pleasant 
to smel). To obtain certain resuits the opera- 
tion (the method of which the Professor ex- 
plained in great detail) must be conducted with 
the utmost care and attention. But success, 
when once achieved, is as complete as could be 
desired. A body skillfully treated by Prot. Las- 
kowski’s method assumes “the natural and 
agreeable expression” it bore immediately after 
death, and the skin becomes firmand as white 
as Carrara marble. Exbumations of bodies thus 
preserved and the condition of the specimens in 
the anatomical museum, which after the lapse 
of years are as perfect as on the day they were 
prepared, prove that they will remain intact 
almost indefinitely, always provided that 
the specimers are kept in air-tight cab- 
inets and the bodies placed in_ her- 
metically closed coffins or other receptacles. 
Whether it be worth while to incur the trouble 
and expense which Prof. Laskowski’s method 
involves in order to preserve buman remains 
from decay may be open to doubt, but there 
can be no question that he has brought the art 
of embalming to a perfection which it never 
previously attained. In other respects his anti- 
septic discoveries have proved eminently use- 
ful. For, besides preserving anatomical speci- 
mens with the results above described, he has a 
way of treating subjects for dissection whereby 
they are deprived of all offensive odor, and stu- 
dents ot surgery are enabled to conduct their 
operations without the least sense of discomfort 
or danger to their health. 





LORD BEACONSFIELD'’S PLAGIARISMS.

I read afew days agoinaTory journal an 
enthusiastic allusion to Lord Beaconsfield’s 
“fine epigram” about critics, being “*those who 
have failedin literature and art.’”? Lord Bea- 
consfield’s novels are very brilliant and amus- 
ing, and otten highly instructive; but he was a 
most audacious plagiarist, and only very inno- 
cent or ignorant people will quote his good 
things with admiration. This very epigram, 
which occurs in“ Lothair.” is boldly gleaned 
from Walter Savage Landor’s “imaginary con- 
versation” between Porson and Southey, in 
which the former says: ‘* Those who have failed 
as writers turn reviewers.” One ees 
finds that Lord Beaconsfield’s undiscerning ad- 
mirers are giving him credit for inventing the 
phrase “*gondola of London’ for the hansom, 
but this felicitous idea was a crib from Balzac. 





BRIGANDS ANNIHILATED, 
From the London Times.

THE BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


THE SILVER QUESTION AGAIN—EXTRADI- 
TION FOR DEFAULTERS WANTED. 

CuIcAGo, Sept. 24.—The Bankers’ Con- 
vention finished its business before 1 o’clock to- 
day, and in the afternoon many of the old dele- 
gates took atrip to Pullman, where they were 
shown the beauties of the model town. The 
business of the convention was not particularly 
interesting. The silver discussion was reopened, 
and several members availed themselves of the 
opportunity to add their testimony to the evi- 
dence which had been given yesterday of the 
universal desire that the coinage of silver dollars 
should be suspended. Mr. Butler, of New- 
Haven, Conn., contended that the country was 


bound to adopt monometallism, and that the 
only question was whether it should ba 
mono-gold or mono-silver, Talk as they 
might that was the issue, and it could nnt be 
avoided. Mr. Northrop, of Racine, Wis., argued 
that it was impossible, by any act of Congress, 
to give silver the same value as gold, as it was 
subject to the fluctuations of the markets of the 
world. When he had finished speaking the sub- 
ject had been pretty well talked over. Thesub- 
stitute to the resolution proposed yesterday was 
voted down almost unanimously, and the orig- 
inal resolution, calling for a suspension of tho 
coinage, pending international action, was 
adopted amid much applause, 

Time pressed, and many papers which had 
been prepared for presentation were ordered to 
oe printed, and Mr. Gage was re-elected Presi- 

ent. 

Papers were subsequently read pertaining to 
the management of banks. These includei 
questions of collection, the prevention of detal- 
cations, and others pertaining to the interior 
economy of banking institutions. The desira- 
bility of a revision of the extradition treaties 
of the Nation was discussed at length, and the 
Executive Council of the association was in- 
structed to take action which wouid lead to the 
desired end. Mr. Hague, of Montreal, in behalf 
of Canadian bankers, promised their hearty co- 
operation. He ——— that as Canada was a 
colony it had not the power of making treaties, 
but he said that the attention of the imperial 
authorities would be called to the matter, and 
he ventured the assertion that the desire to 
remedy existing defects was as grevt with the 
British people as it was with the Americans. 
The usual votes of thanks to the railroad com- 
panies, the local bankers, and the press termi- 
nated the proceedings. 

The convention has really accomplished little 
more than to bring the banking representatives 
of the country together. Its real work has been 
done by the Executive Council, and the pro- 
ceedings of that body are not givento the pub- 
lic. It is understood, however, that that body 
has had before itadraft of the Warner Silver 
bill, and that the opinion of its individual mem- 
bers will be presented to the Government on the 
question within a few days. The Council is com- 
posed of one representative from each State and 
Territory of.the Union. 


A BOSTON LAWYER DISAPPEARS. 
> 
CONCERNING 
TROUBLES OF MAJOR BROWN. 
Boston, Sept. 24.—Major Edward P. 
Brown, the well known Boston lawyer and op- 
ponent of Gov. Butler in the notorious Tewks- 
bury Almshouse investigation, has disappeared 
for the present and left no trace behind. The only 
shadow of a clue to his course is a rumor to the 
effect that he left for Montreal on the 7 o’clock 
train on the Boston and Lowell Railroad Monday 
morning. He has not been seen at his office since 
that time. Friends, clients, and creditors 
have alike failed to find him at his 
residence in Wellington-street, his Summer 
residence in Sharon, or his office in the Equitable 
Building. Owing to the circumstances sur- 


rounding Major Brown at this time and his 
prominence as a lawyer and a poli- 
tictan, the tongue of accusation has been 
promptly beard and has found circumstances 
with which to busy itself. The attorney bus 
been under a financial cloud for some time, and 
a hearing on the petition for his disbarment filed 
by the Norway Plains Savings Bank, of New- 
Hampshire, on the ground of * gross fraud and 
mulpractice in his profession,” was to have 
been before the Superior Court at its next 
term, which begins the first Tuesday 
in October. The allegation contained in 
this petition is to the effect that Brown 
was given a claim of $19,326 06 to collect, 
and that the collection was made and the 
money not paidin. Pending the consideration 
ot this petition for disbarment with a keeper in- 
stalled in his office on a suit for $100, Major 
Brown disappears under these circumstances. 
Rumor is active and a list of cases 
is instanced, which may and may not 
be proved, in which it is alleged 
money has been withheld by Major Brown from 
his clients. In 1878 Major Brown tiled a petition 
in bankruptcy, owing an amount, as proved by 
creditors, of nearly $90,000,jnis assets being his 
city residence, mortgaged for $13,000, leaving the 
ret assets about $10,00U.

Been associated with hisname. He graduated 
with great credit, and had among his class- 
mates three other titled veterans—Lieut.-Col, 
Bliss, Major Spencer, and Lieut. Glazier. 
Major rown was popular socially, a 
man of fine physique, pleasing manners, and 
quick perceptions. Entering’ the legal profes- 
sion at the close of his college course he gained a 
high position at the Boston Bar, and was activo 
and prominent in the Republican Party, and has 
served in the Legislature as a leading member.

NO INTENTION OF RESIGNING. 


JUDGE DAVIS DENIES A RUMOR AND AP- 
PROVES THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES, 
There was a report in circulation yester- 

day that Judge Noah Davis intended to resign 
his position on the Supreme Bench. It did 
not reach the ears of Judge Davis until 
after 10 o’clock last night, when he was 
asked if it were true by a  “TimzES 
reporter, who found him writing in the study of 
his handsome country residence on Tarrytown 
Heightez. Judge Davis smiled genially and ex- 
pressed his regrets at his inability to furnish his 
visitor with a “‘story.”” He was fora time at a 
loss to imagine how the report could have 
originated, but finally concluded that it was 
based on the connection of his name 
with the Gubernatorial nomination. ‘Though 
I had no idea of seeking or accepting the 
nomination,” he said, ** 1 was spoken to regard- 
ing it by a large numberof persons who gener- 
ally asked me if it would be necessary to resign 
my pee egy on supposing I were tendered and 
accepted a nomination. To these I always said 
that the Constitution made all votes cast fora 
Judge void, and that if a Judge were 
nominated for another office he would be 
compelled to resign before election. I 
suppose my answer to this question has been clip- 
ped in passing from band to hand and finally 
taken the torm of an intention on my part to 
resign. In this way only can 1 account for the 
rumor, I have never intimated that I intended 
to resign, nor do I entertain any intention 
of doing so, I have the remainder of this 
year and all of next year to serve and 
will serve my term unless something presents it- 
self that willenable me to improve my position 
—put mein the way of a paying practice I 
mean. I have given no thought to my chances 
of obtaining the Gubernatorial nomination and 
wrote a letter some days ago positively deciin- 
ing to allow the use of my name asa candi- 
date.” 

In answer to a noquess for an expression of 
opinion on the work of the Republican State 
Convention, Judge Davis said: ‘‘ Not for many 
years has a convention been held in this State 
which was so free from manipulation and the 
control of cliques. I think it can be truth- 
fully said that the nominations represent 
the will of the people. I have known 
Ira Davenport for years. He _—iriwiill 
make a thoroughly good Governor. He is a 
man of real intrinsic merit. As State Senator 
and Controller he performed his duties well. He 
is an independent man.

THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 24.—The equity 
suit to have the American Construction Com- 
pany fulfill its contract in constructing the 
South Pennsylvania Railroad, or else reimburse 
the Reading Company for the $18,000 expended 


In making a connection with that line 
at Harrisburg, was unlooked for in 


railroad circles and was the subject of much 
comment to-day. It was generally construed as 
an attack upon the Pennsylvania, instituted by 
ex-President Gowen. he Reading people 
deprecate this view and say that itis simply an 
act of justice to the stockholders of 
the Reading to attempt to recover the 
money expended, if the South Pennsyl- 
vania is not to be built, and that 
this has no effect upon the friendly relations es- 
tablished between the two companies, but that 
this simply is a step to find out which is right so 
that the relations between the companies 
may be established on a fair under- 
standing. The Pennsylvania people fail to 
see the matter in this light. One 
of the officiais said to-day: ** This suit came on 
us without any warning whatever, and does not 
look as if our frendly teeling toward the Read- 
ing was reciprocated, It certainly will not help 
matters.”’ Said another: ** This looks to me like 
ascheme on the part of certain lawyers to get 
some larwe attorney fees out of the suit. I don’t 
look at it as a very serious matter.”

AFRAID TO RAISE RATES. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 24.—No steps have yet 
been taken by the roads running east from this 
city to bring about a restoration of east-bound 
freight rates, as requested by the trunk line 
Presidents. There is no prospect whatever that 
the advance will be made next Monday, the roads 
running east from the various western points be- 
ing atraid to trustone another. The jointagents 
ot the Indianapolis and Peoria committees to- 
day telegraphed Joint Agent Moore, of the Chi- 
cawo committee, that they would advance their 
rates as soon as vhicago should doso. The Chi- 
cago roads, however, do not propose to take 
the initiative in making the advance, They 
ask that the Peoria and St. Louis Committees 
adopt an agreement pledging themselves to base 
their rates on the regular a basis, feeling 
quite confident that without such an agreement 
the St. Louisand Peoria roads would not ad- 
vance their rates to the regular basis, The 
Peoria roads have all along been mak- 
ing the same rates from Peoria as were 
charged by the roads from Chicago, while 
under the rules Peoria rates should be 
2cents per 100 pounds above Chieago. A dis- 
patch from Acting Commissioner Guilford was 
received by Joint Agent T. OC. Moore to-day in- 
quiring whether theChicago roads would be ready 
tojrestore rates next;Monday. Mr.Moore{replied 
that the Chicago roads were not abie to restore 
rates until they were positively assured that the 
St. Louis and Peoria roads would advance their 
rates to the proper basis.

“If your Honor please, in the case of the

tofore. He is now in court, and desires to with- 
draw that plea of not guilty and enter a 
guilty. I ask that the plea of not guilty be 
withdrawn and the defendant plead to this in-, 
dictment.”

Mr. Williams—In connection with this plea, if 
your Honor please, the defendant has himself 
drawn up a brief statement that he desires to 
make to the court, and after that is presented 
heis subject to any further inquiry that your 
Honor may see fit under the circumstances to 
make, and at his request and with the permission 
of the court I $... read this statement, which 
has been handed to me by Mr. Sharp. 

Mr. Williams then read the following state- 
ment by Bishop Sharp: 

“T bold myself amenable to the laws of my 
country, and in whatever degree I may have in- 
fringed upon tbe provisions thereof am ready 
to meet the penalty. I am the husband of more 
than one living wife, and the fathér of a 
number of children by each of them. The 
most of my children have arrived at their ma- 
jority. Irespectfully submit to this court that: 
the marriage covenant that I entered into with 
each of my wives was made at atime when there 
existed no law upon the statute books which 
made an offense of the plural marriage re-. 
lations as contemplated in our religion. and. 
that we entered those marriage relations‘ 
and made those marriage covenants with the 
most profourd conviction that we were obeying 
the law of God. Furthermore, from the time 
we made those sacred covenants to the present, 
we have sustained the most devout reverence 
for the divine sanctity and origin of that law, 
and we have not designedily placed ourselves in 
conflict with any of the laws of our adopted 
country in embracing this cardinal doctrine of 
our religion. Your Honor can readily con- 
ceive my discomfiture and that of my 
wives when we learned that Congress had 
enacted what is known as the ‘Edmunds law,’ 
which not only subjected us to political disabil- 
ities, but also forbade us the right to live to- 
gether as we had done for so many years. By 
this new law we are made transgressors and de- 
prived of many of the privileges of our citizen- 
ship; and while I consider this a harsh law, yet 
it does not, as I understand it, nor as I under- 
stand it to be construed by the courts, require 
that I shall disown the mothers of my children 
as my wives or abandon them to the charity of 
an unsympathizing world. I expect to remain 
under the political disabilities placed upon me, 
but I have so arranged my family relations as to 
conform to the requirements of the law, and I 
am now living in harmouy with its provisions in 
rejation to cohabitation, as construed by this 
court and the Supreme Court of the rritory, 
and it is my intention te do so in the future, un- 
til an overruling Providence shall decree greater 
religious toleration in the land."’ 

The Court—I understand from your state- 
ment, Mr. Sharp, that you propose to obey the 
law of the land, as interpreted by the courts, 
and you don’t Sn ow to advise other people to 
violate it. t is gratifying, of course, 
to the court and to all ae citi- 
zens, thata manof as muchinfiluence in the 
community and the church to which he belongs 
as you have should take this stand. The exam- 
pie, I trust, will have an effect upon society in 
inducing others who are disposed to violate this 
law by bigamy or unlawful cohabitation to sub- 
mit to. the law. You are ready to have the 
judgment of the court pronounced against 


you? 

Bishop Sharp—Yees, Sir. 

The Court—In view of the statements which 
you have madeIam disposed to exercise tne 
discretion which the law gives me so as to not 
impose any imprisonment. Your example to- 
day, I think, will have a better effect on society 
than any imprisonment the court could impose; 
and the object of the punisment is, of course, to 
an uae society from the orime which is prohib-. 

ted and which is purished, and when that is 
reached by the example and conduct of the 
party, his assurances and his intentions as ex- 
pressed by him,I don’t think the law requires, 
me toimpose any severe punishment. Tie law 
authorizes the court to impose.a fine of $300 and 
imprisonment for six months. I will simply im- 
pose a fine of $300 and costs.

EDITOR STEAD AND HIS FATHER, 
From the London Figaro. 

Mr. William Thomas Stead, the editor of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, whose name is in every- 
body‘s mouth this week, is the son of the late 
Rev. W. Stead, a Baptist minister of Howden- 
on-Tyne. Mr. Stead was chiefly educated by his 
father, but when he was 12 he was sent to Sil- 
coates, in the daysof Dr. Bewglass. He thus 
writes about the effect of his early training upon 
his editorial work: -“ Pre-eminent among the 
means by which my father used to quicken our 
wits and familiarize us with dialectic was the 
Sunday morning breakfast.

FRAISSE,°THE ENGINEER, DEAD. 
From the London Times. 
William Fraisse, a distinguished Swiss 
‘eivil engineer and politician, died a few days ago 
at Lausanne,of which town he was a native,-in his 
eighty-fourth year. In his early youth he showed 
“a special aptitude for the exact sciences. After 


receiving an excellent education at Lausanne, he 
went through a course of study at the Paris 
Polytechnic School, where he carried off the 
highest honors. On his return to Switzerland he 
Planned and superintended the execution of a 
network.of highwaysin Canton Vaud, and atter- 
ward received the appointment of Cantonal 
Engineer. In 1845 M. Fraisse. who was then 
a@ member of the Great Council, warmly 
opposed the proposed expulsion of the Jesuits 
as a violation of the principle of tolera- 
tion. This expression of Opinion rendered 
him so unpopular that he found it expedient t 
leave the country, and the next eight years o 
his life were passed in France, where he had na 
difficulty in finding employment. He engineered 
the great Durance Canal for supplying the city 
of Marseilles with water, and planned the fine 
aqueduct of Roquefavour, which is still re. 
garded asa chef d’wuvre of engineering art. In 
1853 he accepted the appointment of chief en- 
_gineer of the proposed railway from Morges te 
Yverdon, and subsequently superintendea the 
construction of the entire system of the Western 
Swiss Company. Other important works in 
which he took part were the “correction ” of tha 
waters of the Jura, the Orbe, and the Broye, and 
‘by special request of the Federal Council he 
undertook, at a later date, the “‘correction ” 
of the Upper Rhine in the Cantons of Gratibun- 
den and Saint-Gallien. Last year, when he was 
already past 80, he went over the Rheinthal and 
the marshes of Seeland on foot to examine the 
works then in progress. Besides being a civil 
engineer the late M. Fraisse was an officer of 
engineers in the Army of the Confederation, 
and numbered among his punpiis Louis Napoleon, 
whose military studies he directed at Franuen- 
feld and Thun, and the late Emperor always en- 
tertained for his former teacher a warm regard. 
It was to Fraisse that Gen. Dufour intrusted the 
erection of the fortifications of Saint-Maurice and 
the defensive works on the Simplon route. Ha 
‘was no less distinguished for loftiness of char- 
acterand goodness of heart than for untiring 
,enersy and professional skill.

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COMPELLED TO DISGORGE 


CERTAIN IMPORTERS RESTORE 
LARGE SUMS. 
CHEATING THE UNITED STATES AND RUIN- 
ING DOMESTIC IMPORTERS BY MEANS 
OF IMPROPER INVOICES. 

The numerous complaints of evils aris- 
fng from uncervaiuation and reappraisement of 
imported merchandise incited Secretary Man- 
ning, a short time ago, to commission three 
United States Special Agents to make an inves- 
tigation. The three agents have been at work 
in this city for several days, and whisperings of 
extraordinary disclosures are already heard 
among the employes of the Custom House and 
the Appraiser's office. The investigation is be- 
ing conducted secretly, and its results, if made 
public at all, must first be filtered through the 
Treasury Department. Persons who have an 
wnkling of what has been discovered say that the 
present system of getting foreizn goods into 
this country is honeycombed with rottenness. 

It ig not generally known that three large im- 
porting houses of this city lately paid to the 
Government more than $120,000 each on reap- 
praisements of goods that they had been ac- 
cused of undervaluing. That such large sums 
should have been involved is indicative of the 
great extent of the undervaluation evil, and the 
fact that the sums of money demanded under the 
reappraisements were actually paid to the Gov- 
ernment is certainly significant. Besides‘ the 
three firms that have already been mulcted, 
there are other cases where payments of a simi- 


Jar nature are likely to be exacted. It is proba- 
ble that a dozen or fifteen New-York firms will 
be pressed to pay to the United States Treas- 
ury moneys which the Government’s agents be- 
lieve should have been originally paid in honest 
duties. These sums will aggregate about $1,000,- 
DOO. 


The complaints that have found their way to 
Washington from time to time relative to wrong 
valuations of imported goods, and the conse- 
quent necessity for reappraisement, are of a va- 
ried and peculiar nature. Most of the complain- 
ants apparently view the alleged evils — from 
the standpoints of their own pockets. ne set 
of complaints accuse the examining Appraisers 
of putting too high a valuation on certain kinds 
of imported goods. Another set of complaints 
charge that some importers systematically 
cheat Uncle Sam by invoicing their goods 
at ridiculously low prices. Such importers, it 
is alleged, either represent, in this country, 
foreign manufacturing houses, or they have 
very close business relations with foreign firms. 
Domestic importers who have no foreign con- 
nections say that they cannot compete with their 
Americo-foreign brethren. Still another set of 
complaints aim to show the injustice of not al- 
jJowing a merchant whose goods are being re- 
appraised to be present at the appraisement, In 
a few instances Government officers, whose duty 
connects them with the process of appraisin 
imported goods, have been directly charged wit 
incompetency, and even worse. 

There is a peculiarity about discharged Custom 
House officers that is striking. A man in the 
Government service is generally as mum as an 
oyster about his business. That is particularly 
‘true if the man happens to be ina position to 
jJearn interesting secrets. But once let a man 
Jeave the service—invo!luntarily—and he is ready 
to unbosom himself, if he can do so without 
personal danger. Several men have _ been 
obliged to leave the Government service in 
this port for cause during the past two 
years. Some of them have stated to dif- 
ferent persons that startling stories might be 
told of the crookedness that attends the ae. 
praisement and collection of import duties in 
this port. Generally such statements are made 
vaguely, with a mysterious wink of the eye and 
ga knowing shrug of the shoulder. “I can tell 
you something that will astonish the town and 

aralyze some of the oldest officials in the Cus- 

om House,” said a man who had grown gray in 
the Government service to a TIMES reporter the 
other day. 

“Allright, go ahead and tell it,” said the re- 
porter. 

*“ Ah, don’t be ina hurry; I will tell you all 
about it in a day ortwo. Certain men ought to 
be shown up.” The speaker had been discharged 
from the Government service, and he calmly de- 
clared that the office in which he had served for 
many years was reeking with dishonesty. It is 
understood that the different relays of Special 
Treasury Agents that have been conducting 
Custom House investigations in this city during 
the last year and a half secured a good deal of 
ve testimony from these discharged offi- 
cials. 

The subject that is now receiving the most at- 
tention from the investigators is the improper 
invoicing of merchandise by foreign importers, 
or rather by importers who directly or indirectly 
represent foreign manufactories. concern in 
France, for instance, may ship alot of goods to 
its representative here. The goods may ofa 
special quality to which no common standard of 
value can be applied by the Appraiser. Under 
puch circumstances it is not easy for the pp 

raiser to get at the real value. Frequently in 

nstances of this kind the invoices are made 
out at a very low figure to enable the 
consignee to evade the payment of the 
full amount of duties that would be im- 
posed on an honest valuation. This systematic 
undervaluation not only cheats the Government, 
but itis rapidly driving the domestic importer 
to the wall. The latter, not being in collusion 
with the foreign manufacturer, of course gains 
no advantage from an undersized invoice. The 
recent large payments made to the Government 
on reappraisements of undervalued invoices in- 
dicate that vigorous measures are being taken 
to put astop to this particular evil. 

A widely signed petition is now in circulation 
among the New-York importers asking Congress 
to substitute a specific tariff for the existing aa 
valorem rate, which is subject to the interpreta- 
tion of special agents. 





THEY ARE GOOD FRIENDS NOW.

SOLORED BRETHREN SETTLE THEIR DIS- 
PUTE IN A POLICE’ COURT. 

There was alarge gathering of the mem- 
#ers of the Abyssinian Colored Baptist Church 
at the Jefferson’ Market Police Court yesterday 
morning, when James Allen and Joseph H. W. 
Smith, two of the members oi the congregation, 
were arraignei before Justice Patterson, charged 
with creating a disturbance at the church meet- 
Ing on Wednesday night. They were in custody 
pf Patrolman Burleigh, of the Ninth Precinct, 
and the officer made the formal charge of cre- 


ating a disturbance. The details of the trouble 
in the church which culminated in the arrest of 
Brothers Allen and Smith were published in 
THE Times of yesterday. 

Allen admitted to Justice Patterson that he 
and Brother Smith were ‘clinched’ when the 
policeman interfered, but he said that no blows 
were struck. Smith said the same, that they 
were both excited, but they were now good 
friends. Justice Patterson discharged them 

fter warning them to be less demonstrative at 

e future meetings of the church. 





SPIRES FOR THE CATHEDRAL. 

James Renwick, the architect of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, filed plans yesterday in the 
Bureau of Buildings for two spires to be erected 
on the Fifth-avenuc front of the Cathedral. The 
spires, when completed, will cost, Mr. Renwick 
estimates, $190,000, and work 1s to be begun on 
them within a month. They are to be con- 
structed of white marble, and their height from 
the base of the tower to the piuacle will be 180 
feet. Thestyie of the spires will be Gothic, to 
correspond with that of the building which they 
are toadorn. The lower part, or tower, will be 
octagonal in shape, and 67 teet high, with a base 
of 32 feet. In each of the eight sides will bea 
‘window. Rising ftrcm this tower will be the 
Bpire itself, also octagona!, which will taper off 
until at the top it will be only 2 feet across. 
‘Smali finials will project at advantageous 
points, and windows will be placed in convenient 
positions the entire height of each spire, which 
will be elaborately agecurated with tracing be- 
tween the ribs. On tle top of each spire a mar- 
ble cross will be placed. Floors will be con- 
structed within the spires at a distance of 20 
feet from each other. on which visitors may 
pause and look from the windows, and a space 
bas been provided for beils, When these spires 
rare constructed the Cathedral, which it has 
taken so many years to build, will be completed. 





AN OCEAN TRIP FOR A PILOT. 

Several vessels which arrived here yes- 
terday reported having met with extremely 
stormy weather off the coast. The wind and sea 
both were very high in the Lower Bay yester- 
jay. When the steamsnip Eicer, of the North 
German Lioyd, had passed the bar on her way 
put Wednesday afternoon, the sea was so high 
that the pilot was unable to leave the vessel. 
The yaw! of the pilot boat stationed outside the 
bar made several futile attempts to come along- 
side the Eider. The steamer was obliged to put 
to sea with the pilot still on board. - The chances 
are that he will be taken to Southampton, 
During his absence, however, be will be well 
cared tor. and wiil also be entitled to compensa- 
tion. At the headquarters of the Sandy Hook 
pilots it was said tnat the man who was carried 
Df by the Eider was either Pilot Connelly or 
Pilot Sullivan. 





A LAWSUIT ABOUT 1HE RADHA. 
Soon after James M. Seymour bought 
the yacnt Radha from Pierre Lorillard he began 
8 suit against Lorillard for $50,000 damages. He 
asserted that he had found the yacht to be 
leaky, although Mr. Lorillard had represented 
her to be 4g spewed tight, and that he had been 
compelled to spend much money onher. He 
sued not only on the ground of misrepresenta- 
ti but also on that of a breach of warranty. 
Mr. Loriliara demurred to the complaint on the 
ground that the two causes of action were im- 
properly joined, and Judge Ingraham yesterday 
ned the demurrer, but gave Mr. Seymour 
ve to amend within 20 days. on paying . costs. 


EXILED FROM PERU. 


| NICOLAS PIEROLA A TEMPORARY VISITOR IN 
THIS CITY. 

Nicolas Pierola, the ex-President of the 
Republic of Peru, arrived in this city by the Pa- 
cific Mail steamer City of Para yesterday after- 
noon, Signor Pierola was banished from. Peru 
in the latter part of last month by President 
Iglesias, and he has come to this country fora 
short rest. He is a man of medium size, witha 
ruddy complexion, and wears side whiskers 
which were originally black, but are now 
sprinkled with streaks of gray.

Signor Pierola began his active life as a law- 
yerand an editor of papers in Lima, Peru, in 
1867, and when President Balta assumed the 
Government of the republic he called Pierola 
to the office of Secretary of the Treasury, a 

osition which he held from 1868 to 1870. hen 

rado was elected President, and Pierola was 
called to make an account to the Senate of his 
record as Treasurer. His accounts were con- 
firmed by the new Government, but this action 
angered Pierola. He raised 1.000 men in 
1874, and attempted a revolution, but his 
forces were put down. Pierola fied from 
Peru. He _ spent five years_in Europe, 
until 1879, when the war between Peru and Chili 
was declared. Then he returned to Peru and 
offered his services to Prado. He issued a proc- 
lamation at this time declaring that the threat- 
ened war ought to be averted at all hazards, and 
that if it took place it would be to the injury of 
both Peru and Chili. President Prado resented 
this liberty of a subject of his Government, and 
insisted on prosecuting the war. The result was 
that the Chilians were successful in the early 
batties of the war, Prado lost his position, and 
on Dec. 21, 1879, Pierola was declared President 
of Peru. He was also declured Supreme Chief, 
or Dictator. 

After the battle of Miraflores on Jan. 20, 1881, 
he left Lima and tried to forma newarmy. His 
idea then was not to beat the Chilians, but to 
dictate honorable terms of peace. While he 
was engaged in this business Calderon was elect- 
ed President of the republicin his place, and 
Pierola, hearing of this, left America and made 
a tour of Europe for two years. While he was 
gone Gen, Iglesias was made President and Dic- 
tator of the Republic of Peru. In 1883 Pie- 
rola returned to Peru, and since then his efforts 
have been directed to the one object of securing 
peace between Chili and Peru. Gen. Iglesias 
did not share the views of Pierola, and last 
month he ordered him to leave Peru. Pierola 
knew that to disobey meant death, and he at 
-once left the shores of Peru.

MR. STOKES’S TELEGRAPH LINE,

JUDGE BARRETT ADMITS OTHER PARTIES 
INTO THE LITIGATION. 

In Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
Judge Barrett decided to permit the United 
Lines Telegraph Company, as the holder of the 
property that was bought by Edward S&S. Stokes at 
the sale under the foreclosure of the ten-million- 
dollar mortgage of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company and also Gen. J. G. Farns- 
worth as Receiver of the latter named corpora- 
tion, to intervene as parties defendants ina 
suit brought for the foreclosure of what is 
known as “the divisional mortgage” of the 
Bankers and Merchants’ oy og & 

That mortgage is for $300,000, but only $290,- 
000 of bonds have been issued under it. It is on 
telegraph lines between this city and Washing- 
ton, passing through Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, Its holder, as Trustee, and the plaintiff 
inthe suit for its foreclosure, isthe Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company. The motion for 
leave to intervene was based on the ground that 
asthe proceeds of the sale of the former mort- 
gaged property were insufficient to meet even 
the Receivers’ certificates issued by Gen. Farns- 
worth and his predecessors, and as the Receivers 
had expended $50,000 on the lines covered 
by the divisional mortgage the petitioners had 
rights to protect in the litigation, in the course 
ot which they desired to contest tbe validity of 
that mortgage because, in their opinion, it had 
not been properly recorded. It was also asserted 
for the petitioners that the foreclosure suit was 
not properly brought, inasmuch as the Receivers 
of the Bankers and Merchants’ Company had not 
eon calied on for the interest on the mortgage 

onds. 

In opposing the motion, which was supported 
by Roscoe Conkling, Edward Lauterbach, and 
William N. Cohen, Messrs. H. B. Turner, 8. B. 
Brownell, and William G. Lathrop insisted that 
the suit was prepeey brought and that the only 
purpose of the petitioners in intervening was to 
enable Edward 8.

CITY OFFICIALS ORDERED BY JUDGE BAR- 
RETT TO REMOVE THEM. 

A mandamus has been granted by Judge 
Barrett, holding Supreme Court, Chambers, to 
compel the Commissioner of Public Works and 
his subordinate, the Superintendent ot the Bu- 
reau of Incumbrances,to remove from in front of 
Nos. 10and 14 West Fourteenth-street showcases 
which Charles E. Bentley, the occupant of the 
store No. 12 West Fourteenth-street, insists are 
street obstructions and private nuisances, inas- 
much as they shut off the view to and from his 
premises. When Mr. Bentley called on Commis- 
sioner Squire and his subordinate to remove the 
obstructions they refused to act, because the 
Register of Permits bad given the owners of the 
cases:licenses to keep them on the sidewaik. 

In deciding to grant 2 mandamus Judge Bar- 
rett said: “ This case is within the doctrine laid 
down in Le Boutiliier against The Mayor, Geraty 
against The Mayor, and Hearn against The May- 
or. It may now be deemed the settled rule in 
this court that obstructions of the streets will 
not be permitted, and that business men cannot, 
even with such a permit as that now submitted, 
encroach uponthe highway with their show- 
cases. The case of O'Reilly against The 
Mayor is ample authority for the writ of 
mandamus where, as here, neighboring mer- 
chants are—or in the nature of things must be— 
specially injured by obstructions.” Mr. Bent- 
ley’s counsel, John Delahunty, also asked that 
the mandamus should be directed to the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen, commanding them to 
see toitthat the permits issued to the own- 
ers of the showcases were revoked. But 
as he considered the permits to be worthless, 
and, therefore, not needing to be formally re- 
voked, Judge Barrett limited his order to the 
Commissioner of Public Works and the Superin- 
tendent of Incumbrances, 





A MISSING PRIEST'S PROPERTY. 

The attention of the Essex County 
Court of Common Pieas of Newark was ab- 
sorbea yesterday in the hearing of an old suit 
for the property of a deceased Catholic priest. 
Twenty years ago the Rev. Philip McMahon, a 
Catholic priest, disappeared from Brooklyn. He 
was found five years later in a convent in Ken- 
tucky, but disappeared again as soon as his resi- 
dence there became known.

MR. SILKMAN AWARDED DAMAGES. 

The trial of the suit of James B. Silk- 
man, of Yonkers, against Darius G. Crosby, of 
New-York, was brought to a termination yes- 
terday afternoon, in the Circuit Court at White 
Plains, after a four days’ trial. Both the plain- 
tiff and defendant are lawyers. The suit was 


brought to recover $25,000 damages for malicious 
prosecution and imprisonment. The plaintiff 
had been arrested while attending a religious 
meeting in Yonkers and “ railroaded” to Utica 
Lunatic Asylum, and after being kept three 
months was discharged by Justice Barnard, who 
decided he was sane and always had been. Mr. 
Silkman claimed damages for his incarceration. 
The morning was consumed in summing up the 
case, ex-Surrogate Dailey, of Brooklyn, speak- 
ing for the plaintiff and Francis Larkin for the 
defendant. Atl o'clock the case was given to 
the jury, who at 4:45 returned a verdict awarding 
$15,000 damages to the plaintiff. A motion fora 
new trial was then made by Mr. Larkin, which 
will be argued at Newburg on Oct. 10.

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A FLAW IN A WILL.

WHY R. R. MILVAINE’S BOOKS CANNOT 
FORM A PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

By his will, made on Oct. 27, 1881, the 
day before his death, Robert R. McIlvaine, of 
this city, bequeathed his collection of books 
and pamphlets to the Mayor of the city of New- 
York and the Presidents of the New-York 
Academy of Medicine and the College of Phy- 
sicans and Surgeons as his Trustees, for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining an in- 
stitution to be known as the McIlvaine Library. 
To maintain it he bequeathed to his Trustees all 
the residue of his estate—estimatec at about 
$60,000—after the payment of certain legacies. He 
directed that it should at all reasonable hours 
and days *“*be open to the public of all classes.” 
As to the character of the library he provided 
that “all newspapers, novels, trivial books, and 
compositions usually designated as ‘trash’” 
should be excluded from it. 

Atter Thomas D. Cottman, the Executor of 
the will, had made all the preparations necessary 
for finally carrying it into effectsome of the 
relatives of Mr. McIlvaine objected to the pro- 
visions respecting the projected library on the 
ground that by them it was attempted to create 
a trust not recognized by statute. Executor 
Cottman then brought a suit in the Supreme 
Court for a judicial construction of the 
will, The case was tried before Judge Van 
Brunt, in Special Term, and he yesterday 
decided that the library provisions of the 
will were invalid because by them it was at- 
tempted to create a trust by which the absolute 
ownership of personal property would be indefi- 
nitely suspended. The evidence of this fact 
Judge Van‘Brunt found in the circumstancejthat 
the trust fund was not bequeathed to anybody 
absolutely, but was to be put into the hands of 
certain persons who were to be ascertained from 
time to time by means of their official designa- 
tions and who were to act as his (Mr.:McIlvaine’s) 
Trustees after bis death. 

Counsel for Executor Cottman and for Mayor 
Grace contended that the will should be given 
such a construction as would enable the ‘city of 
New-York to pose as the acceptor of the bequest 
for a charitable purpose, the other Trustees than 
the Mayor having renounced their trust. But as 
to this Judge Van Brunt said: ‘*It seems to me 
that such a construction is making a new will 
tor the testator. It is very evident that he did 
not intend the city of New-York. the Acad- 
emy of Medicine, and the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons to take, and that their 
Trustees should manage, the estate, be- 
cause he in plain terms provides for a 
different mode ot management, conferring the 
right to act as Trustees, not upon the corpora- 
tions themselves, but upon particular individu- 
als who might happen to hold certain official 
positions as executive officers of such corpora- 
tions,*‘whom he appoints as his Trustees. If 
there had beena bequest tothe Mayor of the 
city of New-York, or to the President of the 
New-York Academy of Medicine, or to the Pres- 
ident of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
fora paspore for which the respective corpora- 
tionsicould take,‘it might be held thatin each case 
the corporation was intended and not the indi- 
vidual; but where the plain language separates 
the individual from the corporation, and it is 
only ex officio that the officer is referred to and 
the powers are conferred upon him, no such 
rule of construction can prevail. It seems to 
me clear that the testator had no intention of 
conferring anything upon the corporations 
themselves, but merely designated their chief 
executive officers as the persons who should ad- 
minister the trust, the legal title to the trust 
estate being in the Trustees and not in the cor- 
porations. This clearly contravenes the statute, 
and the trust is therefore void.”

AN INHARMONIOUS DRUG CLERK. 





HE INTRODUCES THE DYNAMITE POLICY ON 
A SMALL SCALE, 

Philip Fitzsimmons, a drug clerk, 46 
years of age, living in Morrisania, wasa prisoner 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday 
ona charge of disorderly conduct. It appears 
that Fitzsimmons has been discharged froma 
number of drug stores owing to his unpleasant 
manner and violent temper. He has made 


himself a perfect nuisance to the clerks 
in several prominent drug _ stores, an- 
noying them while busy, and has been 
ordered to keep away from the stores. About 
three months ago he went into Hegeman’s drug 
store, in Broadway, near Fulton-street, with a 
vial, which he asked the clerk to fill with a cer- 
tain acid. Assoon asthe clerk poured some of 
the acid into the vial an explosion occurred, 
and the clerk narrowly escaped serious injury. 
It was believed at the time that Fitzsimmons had 
some chemical in the vial which caused the ex- 
plosion as soon asit came in contact with the 
acid, and that it was a piot to revenge himself 
for being repeatedly ordered out of the place. 

On pies aaa A evening he entered the drug 
store of J. N. Hegeman & Co., at Broadway an 
Eighth-street, and was ordered out. He had been 
ejected from the store on nine previous occa- 
sions. Fitzsimmons refused to leave and was 
violent and abusive. Mr. Hegeman sent James 
F. Farrelly, one of the clerks, for a police- 
man, but he returned without one. Farrelly 
then undertook to eject Fitzsimmons from 
the store with the aid of another clerk. They 
bad all they could do, and when they got out 
on tne sidewalk Fitzsimmons threw Farrelly 
into the window or the store, breaking a one- 
hundred-doliar pane of glass. The noise of the 
breaking glass attracted a policeman to the 
spot, and Fitzsimmons was arrested. Justice 
Patterson required him to give $1,000 bail for 
his future good behavior for three months, and 
being unable to furnish bail he was sent to 
prison, 





PRINCE ALBERT’S WILL AND FORTUNE. 
From the London Truth. 

In “The Four Georges’ great amaze- 
ment is expressed by Thackeray because George 
II. seized his father’s will, and never would per- 
mit it to be proved, nor was anything ever heard 
of it afterward, and its suppression produced a 
violent quarrel with the royal family of Prus- 
sia. There isa long narrative in Horace Wal- 
pole’s *“ Memoirs” about this will; but it is 
rather odd that after the lapse of 134 years pre- 
cisely the same thing happened again, for the 
Queen quietly took possession of Prince Al- 
bert’s will, and notbing has ever been known of 
its contents to this hour, nor does any one know 
the amount of property which he left. The 
Prince had nothing when hecameto England 
except £100 a year, or some such paltry sum, 
but he was very varsimonious, like his uncle, 
King Leopold, and I have been told that he must 
have left nearly a million, as he received £655,000 
from the country, of which he did not spend as 
many shillings, and certain speculations in 
which he engaged turned out very profitable. I 
have only calculated the Prince Consort’s allow- 
ance, but he also received large sums as military 
pay, and a trifle of £22,000 as Governor of Wind- 
sor Castle, in which sinecure oftice he succeeded 
the Duke of Sussex, although the Duke of Wel- 
lington was anxious to appoint a deserving no- 
bleman who bad worked itong and hard for the 
country.

THE SHOOTING CONCLUDED, 


The thirteenth annual Fall prize meeting 
of the National Rifle Association came to an end 
at Creedmoor yesterday.

The average number of cases on the docket for 

each term during the first period named was 

2,775, and during the last 1,674, a falling off of 

about 40 per cent. The number of entries of 

new cases in all the courts for the first four 

Years was 18,847, or about 4,700 a year; and for 

the last four years 14,422, or about 3,600 a year.
